DAYTOii, O., Aug. 23.—A special from 
the Cincim iati Tim es-Star was repro­ 
duced in the papers here last night th at 
John R. M cLean would not be repre­ 
sented by Chairm an Dan McConville, 
liowis G. B ernard or any other of his 
fonuer lieutenants who are at this oon- 
yention and the reason for him not tak­ 
ing part was said to be due to the report 
tnat John R. M cLean is to succeed Gen­ 
eral R. A. Alger as secretary of w ar in 
McKinley’s cabinet. 
This caused more 
stir among the delegates than anything 
that has beeu sprung for years at Ohio 
couventldns. 
Although McLcan was prom inently 
before the last Democratic convention 
for the presidential nom ination, and 
would have been elected senator in 
place of H anna if the Democrats had 
carried the legislature last November, 
and although his paper, the Cincinnati 
Enquirer, was considered a leading ad­ 
vocate of Bryan and free silver, the 
story about M cLean probably b ur ning 
the successor of Alger was believed by 
many of the delegates. 
They cited the 
case of Hayes appoiuting Keys, a south­ 
ern Democrat, as his postm aster gen­ 
eral, and later of Cleveland m aking 
Gresham his secretary of state, and 
said th a t M cKinley had appointed Lee, 
Wheeler and other Democrats to lead­ 
ing places, and th at greater surprises 
in politics than this had happened. 
While some delegates are busy de­ 
nouncing it as an aute-convention sen­ 
sation and ridiculously absurd, it is cer­ 
tainly commanding more attention than 
other matter.s which are not disputed. 
The Brice, Sorg anh other elements 
se» *m to be circulating very studiously 
the McLean story, w hether they believe 
it true or not. 
General Isaac R. Sherwood of Stark, 
who has been mentioned for secretary 
of state, arrived last night and declined 
to stand for the nomination. 
Upton K. 
Guthery of Marion and C ail H. N au of 
Cuyahoga are added to the list of those 
willing to head the ticket, w hile m any 
are after other nominations. 
The in­ 
terest continued last night in the con­ 
test for control of the state central com­ 
mittee. 
The opposing factions have 
been in couference w ith Joseph Dowl­ 
ing as the presiding spirit in one, and 
Allen O. Myers in the other. 
N either 
aide would give out anything. Dowling 
stated th at hig side waa sure of 16 of 
the 21 congressional diatricts. 
Myera 
stated th at his side had pledges from a 
m ajority of the districts. 


CORBIN ISSUEErORDERS.

General Corbin has issued an order gov­ 
erning the m ustering out of volunteers. 
It goes into the duties of officers in 
detail. 
The following are some of the 
features of the orders: 
Only officers of the regular arm v will 
be detailed by the w ar departm ent to 
m uster out troops. 
As a rule the m uster out of o r^ niz a - 
tions and their final paym ent will take 
place at the state or regim ental rendez­ 
vous, ex cept w hen otherw ise ordered by 
the w ar departm ent. 
The preparation 
and completion of the m aster out rolls, 
returns and papers, and the inspection 
and transfer of public property to the 
officers of the supply departm ents of the 
army, ex cept as hereinafter provided, 
win take place before the organization 
is ordered to its state. 
As soon as the m aster out rolls have 
been fully and satisfactorily completed, 
the m ustering officer at the place of de­ 
parture will fill in the date of the mus­ 
ter out as of a date ten days later, the 
probable time necessarily required to 
transfer the organization to its state 
rendezvous, the m aking of the physical 
ex amination of officers and men, etc. 
As soon after the arrival of tha or- 
K aum tion at its state rendezvous as 
possible the physical ex am ination of 
all officers and men will be made, be­ 
fore m uster out and paym ent, so as co 
facilitate the settlem ent of pension 
claims th at may be made on account of 
disability incurred in the U nited btatea 
service. 
Provision is made for turning over to 
proper officers, records, colors, ordnance, 
etc., belonging to the tr<x )ps to be m us­ 
tered out, also as to their final paym ent. 
The troops wiU be allowed to retain 


certain property, sucn asntles ana oruer 
equipment, by paying a stipulated price 
for the same.

33.—Adm iral 
Sampson called on President M cKinley 
yesterday and spent 35 m inutes w ith 
him in discussion of the Cuban com- 
jaission’s plans and other m atters. 
The president shook the admiral*s 
hand very cordially and inquired about 
h's ex perience in commanding the fleet 
lu the Cuban waters. 
The details of the great battle, w hen 
Cervera’s fleet was destroyed, 
were 
gone over quite thoroughly. 
The presi­ 
dent, at the outset, took occasion to ex ­ 
press his thauks to the adm iral for the 
success of the battle, and showed deep 
interest in the story of the e ngi^ m e nt, 
as told by him. 
The talk also bore on 
the reasons for not entering the harbor 
at Santiago and the placing of the 
mines and torpedoes in Cuban ports. 
During the call, Secretary Alger came 
over from the w ar departm ent to con­ 
sult the president regarding the dis­ 
position of troops, and finding Admiral 
Sampson there, greeted him and joined 
in the discussion. 
Both Rear Admirals 
Sampson and Schley had been invited 
by the president, to confer on the plans 
of the commission, but Admiral Schley 
did not arrive. 
Pending the receipt of the president’s 
w ritten instructions regarding the Cu­ 
ban commiBsieii s plans. Admiral Sam p­ 
son will go to his home in New Jersey 
spend a few days.

The 
supplies were valued at $4.000. He wires 
th at there is need of light food, grocer­ 
ies and delicacies for 6,000 men for four 
months. 
This will be about 100 tons, 
and the need for the food, Mr. Barneji 
says, is urgent. 
A rrangem ents will be 
made by the Red Cross society to send 
the supplies on the first available trans­

H o n o lu lu, Aug. 12, via San F ran­ 
cisco, Aug. 23.—About 8 m inutes to 13 
o’clock today the Hawaiian flag de­ 
scended from the tlagstaffs on all the 
governm eht 
buildings, 
and 
about 
five m inutes to the same hour the Stars 
and Stripes floated 
on the tropical 
breeze from every official flagstaff. 
The United States troops dnd H a­ 
waiian troops and Hawaiian band and 
band of 
the Philadelphia and blue 
jackets of the Philadelphia and Mohican 
were about the platform. 
As soon as President Dole and his 
cabinet came from the ex ecutive build­ 
ing to the platform the justices of the 
supreme court followed and the Ad­ 
m iral J. N. Miller and U nited States 
M inister Harold Sewall came down the 
steps, followed by Captains O. H. Wad- 
leigh of the Philadelphia and S. M. 
Book of the Mohican and their stoff 
officers and Colonel Barber of the F irst 
New York regim ent. 
The ceremonies opened w ith prayer 
by Rev. G. L. Peterson, pastor of the 
First Methodist church of this city. 
United States M inister Sewall then 
rose and, addressing President 
Dole, 
w ho had risen, presented him w ith a 
certified copy of the joint resolution of 
congress annex ing the Hawaiian Isl­ 
a nd s to the U iiiteO States, 
Ihresideut Dole answered, acknowl­ 
edging the m alting of a treaty of po­ 
litical union, and formally yielded to 
M inister Sewall, as the representative 
of the governm ent of the United States, 
the sovereignty and public property of 
the Hawaiian i» iands. 
Mr. fc>ewall repiie« !. 
“ Mr. President—In the name of the 
United States i accept the transfer of 
tlie sovereignty and property of the 
Hawaiian government. 
Tue adm iral 
commanding the United States naval 
forces in tiiest‘ waters will proceed to 
perlonn the duty entrusted to liini.” 
The Hawaiian baud 
played “ H a­ 
waii Pouoi,” the 
national anthem . 
Colonel Fislier gave the order to the 
national guard battery, stationed on the 
ex ecutive grounds m command of Lieu­ 
tenant Ludwig, to fire the national sa­ 
lute of 21 guns, which was also re- 
neateti by the Philadelphia. 
As the 
echo of the last gun reverbrated in the 
hills, a bugle sounded and the national 
ensign of Hawaii came slowly down 
until it reached the ground, never to go 
up again. 
Tnere was a short pause, aud then 
the adm iral nodded slightly to Lieuten­ 
ant W interhalter, w'ho gave the order, 
“ Color, roll off.” 
The ffagship’s band 
stm ck up the w’ell known strains of 
“ The Star Spangled Banner,” and as 
the Stars aud Stripes slowly ascended 
there was breathless suspense. 
But as 
it reached the top cheers broke forth 
from the crowds below, and salutes of 
31 guns were again tired by the Ha­ 
waiian battery aud the Philadelphia. 
A few m inutes after the hoisting of 
the official flag others were raised from 
the two side towers and the m ilitary 
headquarters. 
M inister Sewall then read a procla­ 
m ation stating th at President McKinley 
directs th at the civil, judicial aud m ili­ 
tary powers of the governm ent shall 
continue to be ex ercised by the officers 
of the republic of Hawaii. 
Following the reading of the procla­ 
m ation, M inister Sewall made an ad­ 
dress congratulating the residents of 
Hawaii upon the accomplishment of 
annex ation. 
At the conclusion of the ceremonies, 
the national guard was sworn in.

handle. 
The blade is 
“ Damascened,” being subm itted to th at 
process by which tne famous Damascus 
blades were made. 
One side of the 
blade bears the inscriotiou: 
“ The G ift 


of the Nation to Rear Artmiral George 
Dewey, U S. N .,iu Memory of the Vic­ 
tory at Maiiiia Bay, May I, 189 8.” 
The scabbard is of dark blue Damas­ 
cened metal, w ith tracery of gold.

W a s h in g to n , Aug. 38.—A document 
entirely unique in the annals of w arfare 
was cabled last night to the w ar depart­ 
m ent by General Shafter. 
It is in the 
form of a congratulatory farew ell ad­ 
dress issued to the soldiers of the Amer­ 
ican arm y by Pedro Lopez de Castillo, 
a private Spanish soldier, on behalf of 
the 11,OIK) Spanish soldiers. 
No sim ilar 
document perhaps was ever before is­ 
sued to a victorious arm y by 
a van­ 
quished enemy. 
The president was m uch impressed 
by the address, and, after reading it 
Carefully, authorized its publication. 
Following is the tex t of the address as 
cabled by-General Shafter: 
“ S a n t i a g o , 
Aug. 33. 
H. C. Corbin, A d jutant G eneral U nited States 
Arm y, W ashinjiton: 
“ The foUowing letter has just been re­ 
ceived from the soldiers now em bark­ 
ing for Spain: 
To Major G eneral Shafter, Com manding the 
Am eriean A rm y in Cuba: 
‘ “ Sir—The Spanish soldiers who cap­ 
itulated in this place on the I6 th of 
July last, recognizing your high aud 
just position, pray th at through you all 
the courageous aud noble soldiers under 
your commaml may receive our good 
wishes aud farewell which we send 
them on em barking for our beloved 
Sjiain. 
For this favor, which we have 
no doubt yt)ii will grant, you will gain 
the everlasting gratitude and coiisideia- 
tien of 11,000 S})ouisb Moldiers, who are 
your most bumble servants. 
(Sigurd) 
‘ “ P kd u o L opez d e C a st il l o, 
• “ i*rivate of Infantry.” ’ 
Then follows a letter signed by the 
same w riter, in behalf of the Spanish 
soldiers, a« ldressed to the 
American 
soldiers, ex pressing sim ilar sentiments, 
saying at one p<iiut: 
“ Our surrender aud the bloody bat­ 
tles preceding it have left in our souk 
no place for resentm ent against the 
men w’bo fought us nobly and val­ 
iantly.” 
Further on the letter says: 
“ You 
fought us as men face to face and with 
great courage, as before stated, a qual­ 
ity which we had not m et w ith daring 
the three years we have carried on thia 
w ar against a people w ithout religion, 
w ithout morals, w ithont conscience and 
of doubtful origin, who cohld not con- 
froiif the enemy but hidden, shot their 
noble viotims from am bnsh and then 
imm ediately fled. 
This was the kind 
of w arfare we had to sustain in this on< 
fortunate laud. 
“ You have complied ex actly w ith all 
the laws and usages of war, as recog- 
nizeu by the arm ies of the most civil­ 
ized nations of the world; have given 
honorable burial to the dead of the van­ 
quished; 
have cured their wounded 
w ith great hum ahity; have respected 
and eared for your pnsoners and their 
comfort, aud lastly, to us whose (MHidi- 
tion was terrible, you have given freely 
of food, of vour stock of medicines and 
you iiave honored us w ith distinction 
and courtesy, for after the fighting the 
two armies m ingled w ith the ntmost 
harm ony.”

While some delegates are busy de­ 
nouncing it as an aute-convention sen­ 
sation aud ridiculously absurd, it is cer­ 
tainly commanding more attention than 
other matters which are not disputed. 
The Brice, Sorg ana other elements 
seem to be circulating very studiously 
the McLean story, whether they believe 
it true or not. 
General Isaac R. Sherwood of Stark, 
who has been mentioned for secretary 
of state, arrived last night and declined 
to stand for the nomination. 
Upton K. 
Guthery of Marion and Call H. Nau of 
Cuyahoga are added to the list of those 
willing to head the ticket, while many 
are after other nominations. The in­ 
terest continued last night in the con­ 
test for control of the state central com­ 
mittee.

23. — Adjutant 
General Corbin has issued an order gov­ 
erning the mustering out of volunteers. 
It goes into the duties of officers in 
detail. 
The following are some of the 
features of the orders: 
Only officers of the regular armv will 
be detailed by the war department to 
muster out troops. 
As a role the muster out of organiza­ 
tions and their final payment will take 
place at the stpte or regimental rendez­ 
vous, except when otherwise ordered by 
the war department. 
The preparation 
and completion of the m aster oat rolls, 
returns and papers, and the inspection 
and transfer of public property to the 
officers of the supply departments of the 
army, except as hereinafter provided, 
will take place before the organization 
is ordered to its state. 
As soon as the muster out rolls have 
been fully and satisfactorily completed, 
the mustering officer at the place of de­ 
parture will fill in the date of the mus­ 
ter out as of a date ten days later, the 
probable time necessarily required to 
transfer the organization to its state 
rendezvous, the making of the physical 
examination of officers and men, etc. 
As soon after the arrival of tha or­ 
ganization at its state rendezvous as 
possible the physical examination of 
n il officers and men will be made, be­ 
fore muster out and payment, so as co 
facilitate the settlement of pension 
claims that may be made on account of 
disability incurred in the United States 
service. 
Provision is made for turning over to J 
I roper officers, records, colors, ordnance, 
etc., belonging to the troops to be mus- 
t* red out, also as to their final payment.

As soon as President Dole and his 
r cabinet came from the executive build­ 
ing to the platform the justices of the 
supreme court followed and the Ad­ 
miral J. N. Miller and United States 
Minister Harold Sewall came down the 
steps, followed by Captains CL H. Wad- 
leigh of the Philadelphia and S. M. 
Book of the Mohican and their staff 
officers and Colonel Barber of the First 
New York regiment. 
The ceremonies opened with prayer 
by Rev. G. L. Peterson, pastor of the 
First Methodist church of this city. 
United States Minister Sewall then 
rose aud, addressing President Dole, 
who had risen, presented him with a 
certified copy of the joint resolution of 
congress annexing the Hawaiian Isl­ 
ands to the United States. 
President Dole answered, acknowl­ 
edging the making of a treaty of po­ 
litical union, aud formally yielded to 
Minister Sewall, as the representative 
of the government of the United States, 
the sovereignty and public property of 
the Hawaiian islands. 
Mr. bewall replied. 
“ Mr. President—In the name of the 
United States I accept the transfer of 
the sovereignty and property of the 
Hawaiian government. 
Tile admiral 
commanding the United States naval 
forces in these waters will proceed to 
perform the duty entrusted to him.” 
The Hawaiian band 
played “Ha­ 
waii Pouoi,” the 
national anthem. 
Colonel Fisher gave the order to the 
national guard battery, stationed on the 
executive grounds in command of Lieu 
tenant Ludwig, to fire the national sa­ 
lute of 21 gnus, which was also re­ 
peated by the Philadelphia. 
As the 
ecno of the last guu reverbrated in the 
hills, a bugle sounded and the national 
ensign of Hawaii came slowly down 
until it reached the ground, never to go 
up again. 
There was a short pause, and then 
the admiral nodded slightly to Lieuten­ 
ant W interhalter, who gave the order, 
“Color, roll off.” The flagship's band 
struck ap the well known strains of 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” and as 
the Stars aud Stripes slowly ascended 
there was breathless suspense. 
Bat as 
it peached the top cheers broke forth 
from the crowds below, and salutes of 
21 guns were again fired by the Ha­ 
waiian battery and the Philadelphia. 
A few minutes after the hoisting of 
the official flag others were raised from 
the two side towers and the military 
headquarters. 
Minister Sewall then read a procla­ 
mation stating that President McKinley 
directs that the civil, judicial and mili­ 
tary powers of the government shall 
continue to be exercised by the officers 
of the republic of Hawaii. 
Following the reading of the procla­ 
mation, Minister Sewall made an ad­ 
dress congratulating the residents of 
Hawaii upon the accomplishment of 
annexation.

W a s h in g to n , Aug. 28.—A document 
entirely unique in the annale of warfare 
was cabled last night to the war depart­ 
ment by General Shafter. 
It is in the 
form of a congratulatory farewell ad­ 
dress issued to the soldiers of the Amer­ 
ican army by Pedro Lopez de Castillo, 
a private Spanish soldier, on behalf of 
the 11,000 Spanish soldiers. 
No similar 
documout perhaps was ever before is­ 
sued to a victorious army by a van­ 
quished enemy. 
The president was much impressed 
by the address, and, after reading it 
Carefully, authorized its publication. 
Following is the text of the address as 
cabled by-General Shafter: 
“ S a n t ia g o , Aug. 22. 
H. C. Corbin, Adjutant General United State* 
Army. Washington: 
“ The following letter has just been re­ 
ceived from the soldiers now embark­ 
ing for Spain: 
To Major General Shafter, Commanding the 
American Army in Cuba: 
• “ Sir—The Spanish soldiers who cap­ 
itulated in this place on the 16th of 
July last, recognizing your high and 
just position, pray that through yon all 
the courageous and noble soldiers under 
your command may receive our good 
wishes aud farewell which we send 
them on embarking for our beloved 
Spain. 
For this favor, which we have 
no doubt you will grant, you will gain 
the everlasting gratitude and cousideia- 
tien of 11,000 Spunish soldiers, who are 
your most humble servants. 
(Signed) 
‘ “ P edro L opez d e C a st il l o, 
• “ Private of Infantry.” ’ 
Then follows a letter signed by the 
same writer, in behalf of the Spanish 
soldiers, addressed to the American 
soldiers, expressing similar sentiments, 
saying at one point: 
“Our surrender and the bloody bat­ 
tles preceding it have left in our souls 
no place for resentment against tho 
men who fought us nobly and val­ 
iantly.” 
Further on the letter says: “You 
fought as as men face to face and with 
great courage, as before stated, a qual­ 
ity which we had not met with daring 
the three years we have carried on this 
war against a people without religion, 
without morals, without conscience and 
of doubtful origin, who could not con­ 
front the enemy but hidden, shot their 
noble victims from am bash and then 
immediately fled. This was the kind 
of warfare we had to sustain in this un­ 
fortunate land. 
“You have complied exactly with all 
the laws and osages of war, as recog­ 
nized by the armies of the most civil­ 
ized nations of the world; have given 
honorable burial to the dead of the van­ 
quished; have cured their wounded 
with great humanity; have respected 
and cared for your prisoners and their 
comfort, aud lastly, to as whose condi­ 
tion was terrible, you have given freely 
of food, of your stock of medicines and 
you have honored us w ith distinction 
and courtesy, for atter the fighting the 
two armies mingled with the utmost 
harmony. ’ ’

Not only do v arious reptiles and other 
queer creatures abound in the forests 
and swamps of the Philippines, but the 
surrounding w ater of these interesting 
islands team w ith v eritable sea serpents. 
These strange creatures, which pass 
their entire existence in the w ater, pos­ 
sess deadly fangs. 
They are a great 
menace to the fishermen, who are con­ 
stantly exposed to their attacks. 
Technically speaking, 
science has 
named 
the group the H ydrophida\ 
They differ from the terrestrial suaki« 
only in the possession of a flat, paddle­ 
like tail. 
These reptiles inhabit the 
tropical seas ©f the old world and occa­ 
sionally attain a length of 
8 feet. 
Dr. 
Rndolph Weber, professor of draw ing 
in Princeton univ ersity, observ el’ large 
num bers of these creatures w hile on a 
steam er bound for Sum atra. Dr. W eber 
was in charge of a scientific expedition 
and naturally took special notice of 
them. He says th at when the v essel was 
some 50 m iles off the coast m yriads of 
sea snakes could be seen swimm ing 
about as far as the eye could reach. 
They kept ujwn the surface, and sev eral 
distinct species were recognized among 
them. 
D uring calm w eather these reptiles 
m ay be seen sunning themselv es upon 
the surface of the sea, rm uaining mo­ 
tionless except for a slight undulation 
caused by the mov ement of the water. 
When alarmed, the agile reptiles div e 
like arrows, leav ing a train of bubbles 
behind them. Some species are extrem e­ 
ly brilliant in coloration, being bright 
yellow, banded w ith black, w hile others 
are tinted w ith delicate shades of grt^m. 
The food of sea snakes consists entire­ 
ly of fishes. 
Frequently fishes armed 
w ith long sharp spines fall v ictim s to 
their appetites. 
Among these are the 
apogous and silnroids, which are fu r­ 
nished w ith spines three and fiv e inches 
long. 
B ut these do not embarrass the 
v oracious reptile in the least. 
The v ic­ 
tim is first killed by the snake’s pijison, 
after which it is swallowed head first. 
The spines, naturally pointing toward 
the tail of the v ictim, and being relaxed 
in death, are compressed against the 
body of the fish as deglutition proceeds. 
W hile in search of their prey, sea 
snakes sometimes v enture a short dis­ 
tance up the m onth of large riv ers. 
Dr. W eber records an instance -where 
be was fishing in one of the riv ers on 
the east coast of Sumatra. He was using 
a dragnet and had cornered a num ber 
of medium sized fish. 
As the net was 
being brought in, two large sea snakes 
suddenly made their ap{>earance inside. 
They showed no signs of imeasiness at 
capture, bnt were hnrriedly gobbling 
down the cornered fishes. Nor did they 
cease operations until the last fish had 
disappeared, when the formidable crea­ 
tures made their escape. 
Being air breathers, the sea snakes 
lead a sim ilar existence to the whale. 
Scientists hav e expressed much interest 
as U ) bow long they can rem ain under 
water. 
Frotessor R. P. W itfield of the 
American Museum of N atural History, 
w hile dragging for corals, saw a large 
sea snake lying motionless among some 
coral growths, some eight feet below 
the surface. 
It showed no signs of fear 
and rem ained in the same position for 
half an hour. 
The v enom of these rep­ 
tiles is ev en more deadly than th at of 
the oobra. 
The fangs are v ery short, 
and consequently do not penetrate so 
deep as the fangs of most serpents, bat 
only a scratch from them is necessary 
to produce serious results. 
Owing to 
their great shyness accidents are v ery 
rare. When cornered, they snap upon a 
v ictim . 
As the eyes are adapted only 
for use in the w ater they strike blindly 
when brought into the air, although 
liv ing for days when remov ed from 
their nativ e elem ent 
Many specimens hauled up in fisher­ 
m en’s nets hav e been sent to zoological 
gardens. 
The Loudon gardens ev en 
went so far as to build a special tank 
for their accommodation. 
B ut these 
captured specimns either die en route 
or a shoit tim e after being placed in 
captiv ity. 
Seeking a dark corner of 
their tank, they refuse all food and ul­ 
tim ately starv e to death. 
Around the 
numerous v olcanic islands of the M alay­ 
an archipelago these reptiles are par­ 
ticularly numerous. Frequent eruptions 
occur among these islands, w hich are 
hardly more than the body of the v ol­ 
cano.

are 
sharks and other large fishes, w hile the 
I adults, in spite of their death dealing 
I fangs, fall v ictim s to sea eagles and

A fter the great typhoon^, 
! which are common in the Philippine.- 
i and their v icinity, m any of these crea­ 
tures may l>e found along the beach, 
where they hav e been cast up during 
the storm and killed by the v iolent 
pounding of the wav es.—New Yoik 
Times.

This 
is a grav e responsibility, and it certain­ 
ly w ill not be discharged by an igno­ 
m inious flight just when the responsi­ 
bility begins to weigh.

moral platitudes upon the obligations 
of good faith would serv e to cov er the 
naked feet that, hav ing taken up the 
sword in the cause of good gov ernment, 
the United States only succeeded in 
abolishing w hat little gov ernm ent did 
exist to make way for sheer anarchy. 
We refuse to believ e th is of any section 
of the English speaking family, least 
of all of the people who hav e made the 
United States w hat it is today in the 
comity of nations.— Loudon Outlook.

If half the promises the 
enthusiastic citizens of this liv e, wide 
awake Georgia city make are realized, 
the carniv al w ith which they propose 
to celebrate their m unicipality’s golden 
jubilee on Oct. 11 to 14 next w ill make 
King Rex and his New Orleans follow­ 
ers feel th at there are others in the 
south besides them. In fact, the Macon 
people declare th at the New Orleans 
carniv al w ill pale into insignificance be­ 
fore the splendor and glory and nov elty 
of their big demonstration this autum n.

and produce to his Princeton home. 
There was one young man who recog­ 
nized, sooner ev en than the ex-presi­ 
dent himself, exactly what Mr. Clev e­ 
land wanted to do w ith his farm. This 
was Mr. John Henry Vroom, then a 
student of Princeton univ ersity. 
Not 
more than three months ago Mr. Vroom 
sought an interv iew with Mr. Clev e­ 
land. He found an opportunity upon a 
street corner in Princeton, and proceed­ 
ed to lay before the ex-president a plan 
which had been his life dream. In brief 
it was to found a country home for 
bright boys of the slums, where they 
could receiv e a practical 
education 
w ithout being made objects of charity. 
“ Mr. Clev eland,” said young Vroom, 
“ your farm is the place I want. 
I will 
take it on any term s you may care to 
make. I hav en't a cent, but I can make 
the thing a go, and I w ant your co­ 
operation.” Mr. Clev eland was rather 
amused at Mr. Vroom’s nerv e, and fav or­ 
ably impressed by his energy. He ques­ 
tioned Mr. Vroom closely about his 
plans and inv ited the young enthusiast 
to driv e out to the farm w ith him next 
day. They did so, and before sunset Mr. 
Vroom receiv ed deeds of possession of 
the farm for fiv e years. 
So the work 
was begun under Mr. Vroom’s personal 
direction. 
W hile speaking about his 
plans the other day Mr. Vroom said: 
“ Our plan is not to found an asylum, 
a home or a charitable institution of 
any kind as charitable institutions are 
generally understood. 
We expect each 
boy to be self supporting as soon as may 
be. 
The organization v ;ill not be sec­ 
tarian. Any boy who shows a desire for 
improv ement—Protestant, Catholic or 
Hindoo—w ill be admitted. 
It is our 
theory th at good citizens may be made 
out of many boys whom unfav orable 
env ironm ent now impels toward bad­ 
ness. 
We w ant to utilize w hat m ight 
be the waste m aterial of society, tu rn­ 
ing a possible disgrace into an orna­ 
ment. 
“ As to actual plans, the boys will 
not be herded together in one great 
building. 
We shall build a num ber of 
cottages, four possibly at the start, 
each of which w ill accommodate from 
10 to 16 boya 
In th at way indiv idual­ 
ity and a certain degree of home life 
w ill be preserv ed. 
W herev er it is pos­ 
sible the boys w ill hav e separate rooms. 
Not more than two w ill occupy any de­ 
partm ent. 
A m atron and a man in 
charge w ill be assigned to each house. 
“ Each boy upon entering the school 
w ill hav e an acre of ground adjoining 
the cottage in which he liv t« . 
This he 
w ill consider his own, and upon it he 
w ill raise whatev er he pleases. 
“ The separate acres w ill radiate from 
the house like the spokes of a wheel 
from the hub. 
N earest the dwelling 
there w ill be a flower garden, then a 
tract dev oted to v egetables or to poul­ 
try, whichev er the boy chooses to raise, 
and at the outer circle terry bushes. 
The products of each boy’s little farm 
w ill be sold and he w ill receiv e the 
proceeda 
W ith this he w ill pay a cer­ 
tain percentage to the school and keep 
the balance for himself. The sale of the 
produce w ill present no problem. Offi­ 
cers w ill be placed in the large cities 
for handling it, where boys who desire 
to go to the school in their town can be 
utilized as agents and salesmen. Patrons 
will readily be found in friends of the 
colony who w ill gladly buy fresh eggs 
and v egetables from the boy farmers. 
“ There w ill be a general classroom, 
of 
course,” continued 
Mr. 
Vroom, 
“ where 
English 
branches 
will 
te 
taught. I hope also to hav e a carpenter 
shop, a m achine shop, a printing house 
(where the boys w ill edit a paper re­ 
porting the progress of the school), a 
photographing establishm ent and other 
branches of industry established. Music 
will also te taught, and I hope in tim e 
to hav e a school band which may be a 
means of earning money as well as a 
p l ^ u r e to the boys. Practical farm ing 
will, howev er, be made the m ain feature 
of the institution.

Not only do various reptiles and other 
queer creatures abound in the forests 
and swamps of the Philippines, but the 
surrounding water of these interesting 
islands team with veritable sea serpents. 
These strange creatures, which pass 
their entire existence in the water, pos­ 
sess deadly fangs. They are a great 
menace to the fishermen, who are con­ 
stantly exposed to their attacks. 
Technically speaking, science has 
named 
the group the Hydrophidae. 
They differ from the terrestrial snakes 
only in the possession of a flat, paddle­ 
like tail. These reptiles inhabit the 
tropical seas of the old world and occa­ 
sionally attain a length of 8 feet. Dr. 
Rudolph Weber, professor of drawing 
in Princeton university, observed large 
numbers of these creatures while on a 
steamer bound for Sumatra. Dr. Weber 
was in charge of a scientific expedition 
and naturally took special notice of 
them. He says that when the vessel was 
some 50 miles off the coast myriads of 
sea snakes could be seen swimming 
about as far as the eye could reach. 
They kept upon the surface, and several 
distinct species were recognized among 
them. 
During calm weather these reptiles 
may be seen sunning themselves upon 
the surface of the sea, remaining mo­ 
tionless except for a slight undulation 
caused by the movement of the water. 
When alarmed, the agile reptiles dive 
like arrows, leaving a train of bubbles 
behind them. Some species are extreme­ 
ly brilliant in coloration, being bright 
yellow, banded with black, while others 
are tinted with delicate shades of green. 
The food of sea snakes consists entire­ 
ly of fishes. Frequently fishes armed 
with long sharp spines fall victims to 
their appetites. Among these are the 
apogous and silnroids, which are fur­ 
nished with spines three and five inches 
long. But these do not embarrass the 
voracious reptile in the least. The vic­ 
tim is first killed by the snake’s poison, 
after which it is swallowed head first. 
The spines, naturally pointing toward 
the tail of the victim, and being relaxed 
in death, are compressed against the 
body of the fish as deglutition proceeds. 
While in search of their prey, sea 
snakes sometimes venture a short dis­ 
tance up the mouth of large rivers. 
Dr. Weber records an instance where 
he was fishing in one of the rivers on 
the east ooast of Sumatra. He was using 
a dragnet and had cornered a number 
of medium sized fish. As the net was 
being brought in, two large sea snakes 
suddenly made their appearance inside. 
They showed no signs of uneasiness at 
capture, but were hurriedly gobbling 
down the cornered fishes. Nor did they 
cease operations until the last fish had 
disappeared, when the formidable crea­ 
tures made their escape. 
Being air breathers, the sea snakes 
lead a similar existence to the whale. 
Scientists have expressed much interest 
as to how long they can remain under 
water. Professor R. P. Witfield of the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
while dragging for corals, saw a large 
sea snake lying motionless among some 
coral growths, some eight feet below 
the surface. It showed no signs of fear 
and remained in the same position for 
half an hour. The venom of these rep­ 
tiles is even more deadly than that of 
the oobra. The fangs are very short, 
and consequently do not penetrate so 
deep as the fangs of most serpents, bat 
only a scratch from them is necessary 
to produce serious results. Owing to 
their great shyness accidents are very 
rare. When cornered, they snap upon a 
victim. As the eyes are adapted only 
for use in the water they strike blindly 
when brought into the air, although 
living for days when removed from 
their native element 
Many specimens hauled up in fisher­ 
men’s nets have been sent to zoological 
gardens. 
The London gardens even 
went so far as to build a special tank 
for their accommodation. 
But these 
captured sped runs either die en route 
or a short time after being plaoed in 
captivity. 
Seeking a dark corner of 
their tank, they refuse all food and ul­ 
timately starve to death. Around the 
numerous volcanic islands of the Malay­ 
an archipelago these reptiles are par­ 
ticularly numerous. Frequent eruptions 
occur among these islands, which are 
hardly more than the body of the vol­ 
cano. 
During the time of an eruption the 
few people residing near by take to the 
water in their boats to escape the rain 
of ashes and mud. 
It is generally a case of jumping 
from the frying pan into the fire, how­ 
ever. At such times the sea becomes 
uncomfortably warm from its close 
proximity to tjhe burning mountain, 
and the sea snakes swim wildly about 
for escape. 
They endeavor to climb 
over the gunwales of the refugees’ 
boats, while they twine their bodies in 
great masses about the forward chains. 
When about to lay their eggs, these 
Serpents approach the shore. The eggs 
are laid above high water mark and 
left to hatch by the heat of the sun. 
Many creatures prey upon the young 


reptiles. 
Among tneir enemies are 
sharks and other large fishes, while the 
adults, in spite of their death dealing 
fangs, fall victims to sea eagles and 
large gulls. Aft^r the great typhoons, 
which are common in the Philippines 
and their vicinity, many of these crea­ 
tures may be found along the beach, I 
where they have been cast up during I 
the storm and killed by the violent ; 
pounding of the waves.—New York 
Times. 
CUBA AND THE PHILIPPINES.

Cubans, has brought about a more de­ 
plorable state of chaos than ever, then 
the ideal with which the present war 
was begun—an ideal made sacred by 
the blood of United States citizens— 
will become an imperative command. 
The case of the Philippines stands 
somewhat differently. 
No explicit 
pledges were given in regard to them. 
As an incident in a war taken for hu­ 
mane reasons the United States has 
made herself de facto responsible for 
life and property in these islands. This 
is a grave responsibility, and it certain­ 
ly will not be discharged by an igno­ 
minious flight just when the responsi­ 
bility begins to weigh. No amount of 
moral platitudes upon the obligations 
of good faith would serve to cover the 
naked feet that, having taken up the 
sword in the cause of good government, 
the United States only succeeded in 
abolishing what little government did 
exist to make way for sheer anarchy. 
We refuse to believe this of any section 
of the English speaking family, least 
of all of the people who have made the 
United States what it is today in the 
comity of nations.—London Outlook.

NEW FARM SCHOOL. 


MR. 
C L E V E L A N D 'S 
PHILANTHROPIC 
PLAN FOR POOR BOYS. 


The E x-P renident Hap G iven th e N eeded 
L and an d Is E recting B u ild in g s F o r Its 


Use N ear Princeton, N. J. — H ew th e 


F a rm W ill Be Laid O ut. 


Upon the farm of Grover Cleveland, 
near Princeton, N.J.. there has recent­ 
ly been established a farm school for 
poor boys from the city slums, of which 
the ex-president is himself the donor 
and founder, and to which he is devot­ 
ing his means, energy and strong prac­ 
tical sense. 
The farm, which consisted at the 
time of the purchase of some 65 acres 
of rolling upland and rather dilapidated 
buildings, was bought by Mr. Cleveland 
to supply fresh milk, eggs, vegetables 
and produce to hi6 Princeton home. 
There was one young man who recog­ 
nized, sooner even than the ex-presi­ 
dent himself, exactly what Mr. Cleve­ 
land wanted to do with his farm. This 
was Mr. John Henry Vroom, then a 
student of Princeton university. Not 
more than three months ago Mr. Vroom 
sought an interview with Mr. Cleve­ 
land. He found an opportunity upon a 
street corner in Princeton, and proceed­ 
ed to lay before the ex-president a plan 
which had been his life dream. In brief 
it was to found a country home for 
bright boys of the slums, where they 
could receive a practical education 
without being made objects of charity. 
“ Mr. Cleveland,” said young Vroom, 
“ your farm is the place I want. I will 
take it on any terms you may care to 
make. I havent a cent, but I can make 
the thing a go, and I want your co­ 
operation.” Mr. Cleveland was rather 
amused at Mr. Vroom’s nerve, and favor­ 
ably impressed by his energy. He ques­ 
tioned Mr. Vroom closely about his 
plans and invited the young enthusiast 
to drive out to the farm with him next 
day. They did so, and before sunset Mr. 
Vroom received deeds of possession of 
the farm for five years. So the work 
was begun under Mr. Vroom’s personal 
direction. 
While speaking about his 
plans the other day Mr. Vroom said: 
4 4 Our plan is not to found an asylum, 
a home or a charitable institution of 
any kind as charitable institutions are 
generally understood. 
We expect each 
boy to be self supporting as soon as may 
be. The organization will not be sec­ 
tarian. Any boy who shows a desire for 
improvement—Protestant, Catholic or 
Hindoo—will be admitted. It is our 
theory that good citizens may be made 
out of many boys whom unfavorable 
environment now impels toward bad­ 
ness. We want to utilize what might 
be the waste material of society, turn­ 
ing a possible disgrace into an orna­ 
ment 
“ As to actual plans, the boys will 
not be herded together in one great 
building. 
We shall build a number of 
cottages, four possibly at the start, 
each of which will accommodate from 
IO to 16 boys. In that way individual­ 
ity and a certain degree of home life 
will be preserved. 
Wherever it is pos­ 
sible the boys will have separate rooms. 
Not more than two will occupy any de­ 
partment. A matron and a man in 
charge will be assigned to each house. 
*4 Each boy upon entering the school 
will have an acre of ground adjoining 
the cottage in which he live*. This he 
will consider his own, and upon it he 
will raise whatever he pleases. 
“ The separate acres will radiate from 
the house like the spokes of a wheel 
from the hub. Nearest the dwelling 
there will be a flower garden, then a 
tract devoted to vegetables or to poul­ 
try, whichever the boy chooses to raise, 
and at the outer circle berry bushes. 
The products of each boy’s little farm 
will be sold and he will receive the 
proceeds. 
With this he will pay a cer­ 
tain percentage to the school and keep 
the balance for himself. The sale of the 
produce will present no problem. Offi­ 
cers will be plaoed in the large cities 
for handling it, where boys who desire 
to go to the school in their town can be 
utilized as agents and salesmen. Patrons 
will readily be found in friends of the 
colony who will gladly buy fresh eggs 
and vegetables from the boy farmers. 
“ There will be a general classroom, 
of course,” continued Mr. Vroom, 
4 4 where 
English 
branches will 
be 
taught. I hope also to have a carpenter 
shop, a machine shop, a printing house 
(where the boys will edit a paper re­ 
porting the progress of the school), a 
photographing establishment and other 
branches of industry establi shed. Music 
will also be taught, and I hope in time 
to have a school band which may be a 
means of earning money as well as a 
pleasure to the boys. Practical farming 
will, however, be made the main feature 
of the institution. 
“ Yon must understand, ” continued 
Mr. Vroom, “ this plan is not visionary. 
We are not going to wait for buildings 
before beginning. We shall utilize the 
house already here and build others as 
we get the money to do so. Seven boys 
are waiting to come already, and ten 
more will join us as soon as we can pro­ 
vide accommodations for them. We rely 
upon public generosity. Anybody who 
chooses may build a cottage, name it, 
Mid, if desired, select the boys who are 
to live in it. Already several persons 
are considering doing this for us. Cot­ 
tages of one story, accommodating ten 
boys and the caretakers, can be built

Not only do van o h s reptiles and other 
qneer creatures alaund in the forests 
and swamps of the Philippines, but the 
surrounding water of these interesting 
islands team with veritable sea serpents. 
These strange creatures, which pass 
their entire existence in the water, pos­ 
sess deadly fangs. 
They are a great 
menace to the fishermen, who are con­ 
stantly exposed to their attacks. 
Technically speaking, science has 
named 
the group the Hydrophida*. 
They differ from the terrestrial snakes 
only in the possession of a flat, paddle­ 
like tail. These reptiles inhabit the 
tropical seas ©f the old world and occa­ 
sionally attain a length of 8 feet. Dr. 
Rudolph Weber, professor of drawing 
in Princeton university, observe!’, large 
numbers of these creatures while on a 
steamer bound for Sumatra. Dr. Weber 
was in charge of a scientific expedition 
and naturally took special notice of 
them. He says that when the vessel was 
some 50 miles off the coast myriads of 
sea snakes could be seen swimming 
about as far as the eye could reaeli 
They kept upon the surface, and several 
distinct species were recognized among 
them. 
During calm weather these reptiles 
may be seen sunning themselves upon 
the surface of the sea, remaining mo 
tionless except for a slight undulatiou 
caused by the movement of the water 
When alarmed, the agile reptiles div 
like arrows, leaving a train of bubbles 
behind them. Some species are extreme 
ly brilliant in coloration, being bright 
yellow, banded with black, while others 
are tinted with delicate shades of green 
The food of sea snakes consists entire 
ly of fishes. Frequently fishes armec: 
with long sharp spines fall victims to 
their appetites. Among these are the 
apogous and siluroids, which are fur 
nished with spines three and five inches 
long. But these do not embarrass the 
voracious reptile in the least. The vic­ 
tim is first killed by the snake’s poison, 
after which it is swallowed head first. 
The spines, naturally pointing toward 
the tail of the victim, and being relaxed 
in death, are compressed against the 
body of the fish as deglutition proceeds, 
While in search of their prey, sea 
snakes sometimes venture a short dis 
tan ce up the month of large rivers. 
Dr. Weber records an instance where 
he was fishing in one of the rivers on 
the east coast of Sumatra. He was using 
a dragnet and had cornered a number 
of medium sized fish. As the net was 
being brought in, two large sea snakes 
suddenly made their appearance inside. 
They showed no signs of uneasiness at 
capture, but were hurriedly gobbling 
down the cornered fishes. Nor did they 
cease operations nntil the last fish had 
disappeared, when the formidable crea­ 
tures made their escape. 
Being air breathers, the sea snakes 
lead a similar existence to the whale. 
Scientists have expressed much interest 
as to how long they can remain under 
water. Professor R. P. Witfield of the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
while dragging for corals, saw a large 
sea snake lying motionless among some 
coral growths, some eight feet below 
the surface. It showed no signs of fear 
and remained in the same position for 
half an hour. The venom of these rep­ 
tiles is even more deadly than that of 
the cobra. The fangs are very short, 
and consequently do not penetrate so 
deep as the fangs of most serpents, bat 
only a scratch from them is necessary 
to produce serious results. Owing to 
their great shyness accidents are very 
rare. When cornered, they snap upon a 
victim. As the eyes are adapted only 
for use in the water they strike blindly 
when brought into the air, although 
living for days when removed from 
their native element. 
Many specimens hauled up in fisher­ 
men’s nets have been sent to zoological 
gardens. 
The London gardens even 
went so far as to build a special tank 
for their accommodation. 
But these 
captured specimns either die en route 
or a shoxt time after being placed in 
captivity. 
Seeking a dark corner of 
their tank, they refuse all food and ul­ 
timately starve to death. Around the 
numerous volcanic islands of the Malay­ 
an archipelago these reptiles are par­ 
ticularly numerous. Frequent eruptions 
occur among these islands, which are 
hardly more than the body of the vol­ 
cano. 
During the time of an eruption the 
few people residing near by take to the 
water in their boats to escape the rain 
of ashes and mud. 
It is generally a case of jumping 
from the frying pan into the fire, how­ 
ever. At such times the sea becomes 
uncomfortably warm from its close 
proximity to t^he burning mountain, 
and the sea snakes swim wildly about 
for escape. 
They endeavor to climb 
over the gunwales of the refugees’ 
joats, while they twine their bodies in 
great masses about the forward chains. 
When about to lay their eggs, these 
Serpents approach the shore. The eggs 
are laid above high water mark and 
left to hatc h by the heat of the sun. 
Many creatures prey upon the young 


reptiles. 
Among tneir enemies are 
sharks and other large fishes, while the 
adults, in spite of their death dealing 
fangs, fall victims to sea eagles and 
large gulls. After the great typhoons, 
which are common in the Philippines 
and their vicinity, many of these crea­ 
tures may l>e found along the beach, 
where they have been east up during 
the storm and killed by the violent 
pounding of the wTaves.—New Yolk 
Times. 
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CUBA AND T H E PHILIPPINES. 


A b E n g lis h V iew o f th e R e la tio n * o f Thin 
N atio n to T h e m . 
It may very wrell be that in the case 
of Cuba the United States will feel 
bound by her explicit pledges to try the 
experiment of self government in that 
island, but she cannot do this without 
leaving something in the nature of a 
resident commission to insure that the 
last state of Cuba is not worse than the 
first, and if, after three or four years, it 
is clear that United States intervention, 
far from bettering the condition of the 
Cabane, has brought about a more de­ 
plorable state of chaos than ever, then 
the ideal with which the present war 
was began—an ideal made sacred by 
the blood of United States citizens— 
will become an imperative command. 
The case of the Philippines stands 
somewhat 
differently. 
No explicit 
pledges were given in regard to them. 
As an incident in a war taken for hu­ 
mane reasons the United States has 
made herself de facto responsible for 
life and property in these islands. This 
is a grave responsibility, and it certain­ 
ly will not be discharged by an igno­ 
minious flight just when the responsi­ 
bility begins to weigh. No amount of 
moral platitudes upon the obligations 
of good faith would serve to cover the 
naked feet that, having taken up the 
sword in the cause of good government 
the United States only succeeded in 
abolishing what little government did 
exist to make way for sheer anarchy 
We refuse to believe this of any section 
of the English speaking family, least 
of all of the people who have made the 
United States what it is today in the 
comity of nations.—London Outlook. 


MACON’S LIVING FLAG. 


One Thousand Children WHI Resolve the 
Stars and Bars Into Old Glory. 
New Orleans must look to her laurels. 
She is to have a formidable rival in the 
field in Macon. If half the promises the 
enthusiastic citizens of this live, wide 
awake Georgia city make are realized, 
the carnival with which they propose 
to celebrate their municipality’s golden 
jubilee on Oct. ll to 14 next will make 
King Rex and his New Orleans follow­ 
ers feel that there are others in the 
south besides them. In fact, the Macon 
people declare that the New Orleans 
carnival will pale into insignificance be­ 
fore the splendor and glory and novelty 
of their big demonstration this autumn. 
One of the principal features of the 
Macon carnival will be the representa­ 
tion of a living flag composed of 1,000 
children. This will be on Oct. 14, the 
closing day, and will take place on 
Coleman’s hill. 
It will be a magnifi­ 
cent climax to the four days' celebra­ 
tion. One thousand children, dressed in 
the red, white and blue, will be formed 
into an immense Confederate flag, while 
each child sings “ Dixie. ” Then by a 
series of effective maneuvers the flag 
will be gradually transformed into Old 
Glory while the children sing “ The 
Star Spangled Banner,” closing with 
* America, ” The stars in this big flag 
will be represented by 45 children 
dressed in bine, each bearing the flag of 
one of the states. The governor of each 
state has already been asked for a flag. 
The 45 children composing the stars will 
ye honor pupils in the public schools.—

Upon the farm ct drover Cleveland, 
near Princeton, N.J.. there has recent­ 
ly been established a farm school for 
poor boys from the city slums, of which 
the ex-president is himself the donor 
and founder, and to which he is devot­ 
ing his means, energy and strong prac­ 
tical sense. 
The farm, which consisted at the 
timo of the purchase of some 65 acres 
of rolling nplaud and rather dilapidated 
buildings, was bought by Mr. Cleveland 
to supply fresh milk, eggs, vegetables 
and produce to his Princeton home. 
There was one young man who recog­ 
nized, sooner even than the ex-presi­ 
dent himself, exactly what Mr. Cleve­ 
land wanted to do with his farm. This 
was Mr. John Henry Vroom, then a 
student of Princeton university. Not 
more than three months ago Mr. Vroom 
sought an interview with Mr. Cleve­ 
land. He found an opportunity upon a 
street corner in Princeton, and proceed­ 
ed to lay before the ex-president a plan 
which had been his life dream. In brief 
it was to found a country home for 
bright boys of the slums, where they 
could receive a practical education 
without being made objects of charity. 
‘‘Mr. Cleveland,” said young Vroom, 
‘‘your farm is the place I want. I will 
take it on any terms you may care to 
make. I haven't a cent, but I can make 
the thing a go, and I want your co­ 
operation.” Mr. Cleveland was rather 
amused at Mr. Vroom’s nerve, and favor­ 
ably impressed by his energy. He ques­ 
tioned Mr. Vroom closely about his 
plans and invited the young enthusiast 
to drive out to the farm with him next 
day. They did so, and before sunset Mr. 
Vroom received deeds of possession of 
the farm for five years. So the work 
was begun under Mr. Vroom’s personal 
direction. 
While speaking about his 
plans the other day Mr. Vroom said: 
‘‘Oar plan is not to found an asylum, 
a home or a charitable institution of 
any kind as charitable institutions are 
generally understood. 
We expect each 
boy to be self supporting as soon as may 
be. The organization will not be sec­ 
tarian. Any boy who shows a desire for 
improvement—Protestant, Catholic or 
Hindoo—will be admitted. It is our 
theory that good citizens may be made 
out of many boys whom unfavorable 
environment now impels toward bad 
ness. 
We want to utilize what might 
be the waste material of society, turn­ 
ing a possible disgrace into an orna­ 
ment. 
As to actual plans, the boys will 
not be herded together in one great 
building. 
We shall build a number of 
cottages, four possibly at the start, 
each of which will accommodate from 
IO to 16 boys. In that way individual­ 
ity and a certain degree of home life 
will be preserved. 
Wherever it is pos­ 
sible the boys will have separate rooms. 
Not more than two will occupy any de­ 
partment. A matron and a man in 
charge will be assigned to each house. 
‘‘Each boy upon entering the school 
will have an acre of ground adjoining 
the cottage in which he live*. This he 
will consider his own, and upon it he 
will raise whatever he pleases. 
"The separate acres will radiate from 
i;he house like the spokes of a wheel 
from the hub. Nearest the dwelling 
there will be a flower garden, then a 
tract devoted to vegetables or to poul­ 
try, whichever the boy chooses to raise, 
and at the outer circle berry bushes. 
The products of each boy’s little farm 
will be sold aud he will receive the 
proceeds. 
With this he will pay a cer­ 
tain percentage to the school and keep 
the balance for himself. The sale of the 
produce will present no problem. Offi­ 
cers will be placed in the large cities 
for handling it, where boys who desire 
to go to the school in their town can be 
utilized as agents and salesmen. Patrons 
will readily be found in friends of the 
colony who will gladly buy fresh eggs 
and vegetables from the boy farmers. 
"There will be a general classroom, 
of course,” continued Mr. Vroom, 
"where 
English 
branches 
will 
be 
taught. I hope also to have a carpenter 
shop, a machine shop, a printing house 
(where the boys will edit a paper re­ 
porting the progress of the school), a 
photographing establishment and other 
branches of industry establi shed. Music 
will also be taught, and I hope in time 
to have a school band which may be a 
means of earning money as well as a 
pleasure to the boys. Practical farming 
will, however, be made the main feature 
of the institution. 
"You must understand,” continued 
Mr. Vroom, "this plan is not visionary. 
We are not going to wait for buildings 
before beginning. We shall utilize the 
house already here and build others as 
we get the money to do so. Seven boys 
are waiting to come already, and ten 
more will join us as soon as we can pro­ 
vide accommodations for them. We rely 
upon public generosity. Anybody who 
chooses may build a cottage, name it, 
iud. if desired, select the boys who are 
to live in it. Already several persons 
are considering doing this for us. Cot­ 
tages of one story, accommodating ten 
boys and the caretakers, can be built

RICH ES OF T H E PHILIPPINES. 


T h eir M in eral R esource* A re Said to Re 
U n lim ite d —A g ricu ltu ra l P roducts. 
The Philippines when developed by 
Yankee enterprise will return a rich 
harvest to fortune seekers. 
Their m in­ 
eral resources are unlimited. It is pre­ 
dicted by experts that the islands are 
destined to offer one of the richest gold- 
fields in the world, rivaling South 
Africa and Alaska. The placers aud 
quartz deposits are exceedingly rich. 
Gold has been produced by the natives 
from time immemorial and was an ar­ 
ticle of commerce with them before the 
Spaniards discovered the archipelago. 
They still procure it by the same prim ­ 
itive method which they have employed 
for centuries, washing the auriferous 
gravel in wooden bowls. The quartz 
they break with - hammers and then 
grind it in rude mills, washing it after­ 
ward, as they do the gravel, and losing 
three fourths of the yellow metal pres­ 
en t 
One reason why the gold deposits 
have been so little developed is that 
they exist chiefly in mountains and in­ 
accessible localities, sometimes occu­ 
pied by savage and independent tribes, 
which have never submitted to Spanish 
rule. 
In copper the islands are enor- 
-mously rich and 
in iron likewise. 
There are extensive beds of coal which 
have not yielded a high quality of that 
mineral up to date, because only the sur­ 
face outcroppings have been mined. 
The 
most 
important agricultural 
product that we shall get from the 
Philippines is the famous manilla hemp 
—a kind of tiber that cannot be pro­ 
duced of the same quality anywhere 
else in the world. It is used in the 
United States for rope, cordage aud 
binding twine, and in the last three 
mouths of 1897 no less than 138, <92 
bales of it were exported to the United 
States from the archipelago. The plant 
that produces it is the species of banana 
with a uouedible fruit.

that come to us from the islands are 
cigars, tobacco, copra, precious wow is. 
nearl shells, indigo and coffee.

pale or sickly looking m an am ong them . 
T hey looked as if th e ir six w eeks in th e 
open air a t C am p A lger h ad done them 
lots of good. 
A s one of th e sh ip’s offi­ 
cers looked th em ov er he rem arked, 
w ith a g reat deal of fe e ling : 
“ ‘I hate to see snch a strapping lot of 
fellow s go to snch a bad place.’ 
“ B u t th ey are jnst th e sort of fellow s 
th e arm y needs in Cnba, if for no other 
reason th a n th a t th ey are so good na- 
tnred.

sharks—bow he cou ld tell. 
H e said h e 
knew it w as a sh ark becau se its m ou th 
w as not in th e rig h t place. H e said th a t 
it w as u nd er its head.

“ On th e second day ou t w e sighted a 
ship ahead and th e soldiers congregated 
on th e forecastle to get a look at her.

w as th irty m iles and som e said fifteen.

The same 
material sud cut do in summer aud 
iii winter, or, iii ore accurately, in the 
wet season ami iii the dry. There is 
never any frost and never occasion for 
furnaces or open fires. Kxcopt for cook­ 
ing, there is plenty of heat in the at* 
m csp here the year around. 
Men wear white duck suits. with 
thin llano* I or silk underwear, no linen 
shirt or collar, white pith helmets aud 
white canvas shoes tho year round. The* 
Spaniards arid the Spanish half castes 
go in for style a little more. The Span­ 
iards are haughty aud fond of display­ 
ing their uuitorms of bino or white and 
their gold trimmings. The half castes, 
or mestizos, are equally fond of display, 
but their attire is something of a com­ 
promise between European and Chinese 
modes. 
Besides the one yoa£out of seven that 
all foreign employees of the great mer­ 
cantile houses represented in Manila 
have given to them as "home leave,” 
there in a month’s vacation each year, 
a regular holiday each month, and all 
the saints’ days and Spanish, French, 
English, German and American holi­ 
days. Not to obsery vp a saint’s day in 
Manila is sinful, and every one holds 
such sinfulness in especial detestation. 
Figuring in all the saints’ days, Sun­ 
days and general holidays, there are 
129 days in each year when these peo­ 
ple do not work.—Louisville Courier- 
Journal.

o f the v oyage on some of the sick men, 
but it is better so. 
We will all be mus­ 
tered out within 30 days. I think, and 
th e boys will be glad to reach their 
homes. 
We hav e had harder serv ice 
tha n if we had been on the firing line.

And th e P eop le O enoed to Pa y th e l>ebta 
o f Lonla XLIT. 
In 1713 Louis XIV fav ored the Opera, 
then established in the first salle of the 
Palais Royal (there hav e been two) 
with a special mansion for the better 
accommodation of its administration, 
archiv es and rehearsals. 
This hotel is 
situated in the Rue Nicaise. The build­ 
ing was generally designated nn^er the 


n a m e of “ Magasia,” whence the term 
“ Filies do Magasin” (not “ de maga- 
sin” ) snbseqnenUy not only to the fe­ 
male choristers and supers, bn| the fe­ 
mare dancers themselv es. It so happen­ 
ed that the king forgot to pay his archi­ 
tects and workmen. 
In order to satisfy 
them (he Chev alier de Bouillon conceiv ­ 
ed the idea of g iv ing balls in the opera 
house, for which idea he receiv ed an 
annual pension of 6,000 francs. He was 
paid, but the king ’s debtors were not, 
for, although the letters patent were 
granted somewhere about the beginning 
of 1713, not a single ball had been giv en 
when the most magnificent of the Bour­ 
bon sov ereigns descended to his grav e. 
One day, shortly after his death, 
d’Argenson, the then lieutenant of po­ 
lice, was talking to Louis’ nephew, 
Philippe d’Orleans, the regent. “ Mon- 
seigneur,” he said, ‘‘there are people 
who go about yelling that his majesty 
of blessed memory w’as a bankrupt and 
a thief. 
I’ll hav e them arrested and 
liav o thorn flung into some deep under­ 
ground dungeon.” 
‘‘You don’t know 
what you are talking about,” was the 
answer. 
‘‘Those people must be paid, 
and then they’ll cease to bellow. ” ‘‘But

balls that were projected by Bouillon.”

Charles Dick, lieutenant colonel of 
th e Eighth Ohio, has been interviewed 
In New York concerning the regiment, 
And the information he gives out will be 
eagerly read by scores of people in the 
city. 
He said : 
“The Eighth will not be sighted off 
Montauk 
Point 
before 
Wednesday 
morning at the earliest. There are sev­ 
eral reasons for this. First, the boys did 
not embark until Thursday afternoon at 
a late hour. Then a ship the size of the 
Mohawk cannot conveniently and safely 
get out of the Santiago passage, blocked 
as it is by tile Merrimac and the'Bema 
Mercedes, daring the night season. As 
a result the boys will not be out of sight 
of Santiago until Friday afternoon. 
^ While the Mohawk is not as fast as the 
St. Paul, in which we went down, it is 
better constructed for transport par 
poses and less discomfort will be noticed 
than if the St. Paul had again been 
used. I must say I fear for the result 
tit the voyage on some of the sick men, 
but it is better so. We will all be mus­ 
tered out within SO days, I think, and 
the boys will be glad to reach their 
homes. We have had harder service 
than if we had been on the firing line. 
Enthusiasm eked out in the long contest 
With disease. It overcomes the dangers 
of bullets." 
In addition the correspondent says: 
■ “Montauk Point, where the Eighth 
Will encamp, is over a hundred miles 
from New York, and is reached by 
Tattling old railroad. The ohief source 
of trouble so far is getting snpplies oat 
when needed. There are now plenty o 
nurses and an abundance of medicine, 
so oar sick heroes of the Eighth will 
hereafter be well taken care of, what 
ever may have been their treatment in 
the past."

THEY GAVE THE BALLS. 


And tkw People Danced to Pay th e Debt* 
of Louie KIT. 
In 1713 Louis XIV favored the Opera, 
then established in the first Salle of the 
Palais Royal (there have been two) 
with a special mansion for the better 
accommodation pf its administration, 
archives and rehearsals. This hotel is 
situated in the Rue Nioaise. The build­ 
ing was generally designated under the 
name of "M agasia," whence the term 
“ Filles do M agasin" (not "de maga- 
sin") subsequently not only to the fe­ 
male choristers and supers, bog the te­ 
rnate dancers themselves. It so happen­ 
ed that the king forgot to pay his archi­ 
tects and workmen. In order to satisfy 
them the Chevalier de Bouillon conceiv­ 
ed the idea of giving balls in the opera 
house, for which idea he received an 
annual pension of 6,000 francs. He was 
paid, but the king’s debtors were not, 
for, although the letters patent were 
granted somewhere about the beginning 
of 1713, not a single ball had been given 
when the most magnificent of the Bour­ 
bon sovereigns descended to his grave. 
One day, shortly after his death, 
d ’Argenson, the then lieutenant of po­ 
lice, was talking to Louis’ nephew, 
Philippe d ’Orleans, the regent. "M on­ 
seigneur," he said, "there are people 
who go about yelling that his majesty 
of blessed memory was a bankrupt and 
a thief. 
I’ll have them arrested and 
have them flung into some deep under­ 
ground dungeon." "You don’t know 
what you are talking about, ’ ’ was the 
answer. 
"Those people must be paid, 
and then they’ll cease to bel low.’’ "B ut 
how, monseigneur?’’ "L et’s give the 
balls that were projected by Bouillon." 
So said, so done, aud the people danced 
to pay Louis XIV% debts, as, according 
to Shadwell, people drank to fill Charles 
•IPs coffer*:

They 
then broug ht tliem to Paris and hired 
them out to factories, esp ecially g lass 
fatitories, at (lO francs a month each, 
the money lieing p aid to the V’alsas os- 
tensibly for bf^ard and lodg ing . The 
board consisted of black bread, p otatoes 
and water, and the lodg ing of a filthy , 
nev er v entilated hut, where the chil­ 
dren slep t in relay s of four, the bed 
nev er being unoccup ied for a moment. 
The Valsas in this way cleared 40 
francs niouthly on each of their v ic­ 
tims. The children caug ht tuberculosis 
throug h working in the hot atmosp here 
of the g lass factories, and as they jflso 
occasionally contracted other maladies 
the bed in the hot became a center of 
infection. Sev eral children nav v 'i died. 
The p resent inquiry is being mai’.e into 
three recent deaths. Dominico Valsa 
and his wife hav e been arrested in 
Paris, and Donato Valsa has been in­ 
carcerated in Italy , where the hig h 
mortality among the children iutrnsted 
to him had finally aroused susp icion.— 
Paris Cor. Loudon Post.

Tea Cultiv a tio n In China . 
According to the consular rep ort from 
Fuchan, the cultiv ation of tea in that 
district has ceased to be remunerativ e, 
and the ex p ort is now but one-third o 
what it was 20 y ears ag o. No reason is 
g iv en for this decline in the industry , 
and we are left to assume that it is 
caused p artly by the comp etition of In­ 
dia and Cey lon and p ossibly in p art by 
the discov ery of certain tricks of trade 
at which the heathen Chinese is an 
adep t; but, whatev er the reasons may 
be, much land formerly dev oted to tea 
is now g oing out of cultiv ation, and the 
curing houses are being offered for sale 
to the missionaries. The rep ort in ques 
tion tells ns that the ex p ort trade is of 
g reat imp ortance to China, for the in­ 
ternal demand for tea is not g reat. The 
majority are content with a brew from 
tea dust, and when tea is not readily 
av ailable other leav es take its p lace. 
Here in Britain the consump tion of tea 
is about six p ounds p er head of the p op ­ 
ulation, but in China it is only half 
that, ev en among the small fraction of 
the p eop le who are tea drinkers.— 
Chambers’ Journal

The most con­ 
sp icuous attemp ts were the transix irtiug 
here of birds from the Scilly islands ami 
from China. The money sp ent in this 
direction was a loss. 
The last attemp t 
oq an elaborate scale to stock Mary land 
with ex otic birds was by Frank T. Red­ 
wood. the stockbroker and member of

Mr. Gladstone followed, 
“ and soon turned me inside out in the 
most aum.siug manner,” said Heunessy 
in relating the story , “ p rov ing , as if he 
had been a chemist by p rofession, that 
it was I who had blundered eg reg ious- 
ly .” 
Hav ing thus disp osed of his critic, 
Mr. Gladstone went and sat by him for 
a moment. “ I hop e y ou don’t feel hurt, 
Mr. Henuessy .” he said. “ Your sp eech 
was ing enious, and it may console y ou 
to know that the emp eror of the French 
made p recisely the same objection that 
y ou hav e made.

The Paris authorities have at last in­ 
terbred to put i\ stop to a horrible 
traffic in Italian children which has 
been carried cai for a considerable time 
by a family named Valsa. 
The Va I sa* 
used to get the Italian embassy to send 
them back to Naples as nanpore, and 
there they would engage a dc '.el' or so 
boys of from VS to 16 years of ago 
whose lives they would insure. They 
then brought them to Paris aud hired 
them out to factories, especially glass 
factories, at OO francs a month each, 
the money being paid to the Valsas os­ 
tensibly for board aud lodging. The 
board consisted of black bread, potatoes 
and water, aud the lodging of a filthy, 
never ventilated hut, where the chil­ 
dren slept in relays of four, the bed 
never being unoccupied for a moment. 
The Valsas in this way cleared 40 
francs monthly on each of their vic­ 
tims. The children caught tuberculosis 
through working in the hot atmosphere 
of the glass factories, and as they ill so 
occasionally contracted other maladies 
the bed in the hut became a center of 
infection. 
Several children nay* died. 
The present inquiry is being mai'.e into 
three recent deaths. 
Dominico Valsa 
and his wife have been arrested in 
Paris, and Donato Valsa has been in­ 
carcerated in Italy, where the high 
mortality among the children intrusted 
to him had finally aroused suspicion.— 
Paris Cor. London Post. 


The Second City In M assachusetts. 
The city of "Worcester is deservedly 
proud of the rank given it by the re­ 
cently published state census reports 
It is now the second city in the com­ 
monwealth, being overtopped only by 
Boston in population and amount of 
manufactures, and displacing Lowell 
from the second position as a manufac­ 
turing center, which she held by the 
previous census of 1890. 
The heart of 
the commonwealth therefore has just 
claim to her title, by material supe­ 
riority as well as by her geographical 
position. The Worcester Gazette well 
says: ‘‘The census of 1895 shows, in 
short, that in the value of goods made 
and work done Worcester leads every 
city in the state except Boston. The in­ 
crease in the total of wages paid here 
for the decade 1886-95 has been very 
large, and so has the increase in the 
salary total. Worcester keeps growing, 
and her people work to good ad van tag a 
The industrial center of the common­ 
wealth is the claim that can just­ 
ly be made for this city, and Worces­ 
ter’s manufacturers and employees will 
see to it that the reputation once estab­ 
lished shall be kept.” —Boston Tran­ 
script • 


Tea Cultivation In China. 
According to the consular report from 
Fuchau, the cultivation of tea in that 
district has ceased to be remunerative, 
and the export is now but one-third of 
what it was 20 years ago. No reason is 
given for this decline in the industry, 
and we are left to assume that it is 
caused partly by the competition of In­ 
dia and Ceylon and possibly in part by 
the discovery of certain tricks of trade 
at which the heathen Chinese is an 
adept; but, whatever the reasons may 
be, much land formerly devoted to tea 
is now going out of cultivation, and the 
curing houses are being offered for sale 
to the missionaries. The report in ques 
tion tells us that the export trade ie of 
great importance to China, for the in ­ 
ternal demand for tea is not great. The 
majority are content with a brew from 
tea dust, and when tea is not readily 
available other leaves take its place. 
Here in Britain the consumption of tea 
is about six pounds per head of the pop­ 
ulation, but in China it is only half 
that, even among the small fraction of 
the people who are tea drinkers.— 
Chambers’ Journal.

The Pans authorities have at last in­ 
terfiled to put i{ stop to a horrible 
traffic in Italian children which lias 
been carried on fur a considerable rime 
by a family named Va Isa. 
The Va Isas 
used to get tile Italian embassy to send 
them back to Naples as naupcrs, and 
there they would engage a dozer or so 
boys of from id to 16 years of ago 
whose lives they would insure. 
Thev 
then brought them to Paris aud hired 
them out to factories, especially glass 
factories, at 60 francs a month each, 
the money tieing paid to the Val sa 8 os- 
tensibly for board and lodging. The 
board consisted of black bread, potatoes 
and water, aud the lodging of a filthy, 
never ventilated hut, where the chil­ 
dren slept in relays of four, the bed 
never being unoccupied for a moment. 
The Valsas in this way cleared 40 
francs monthly on each of their vic­ 
tims. The children caught tuberculosis 
through working in the hot atmosphere 
of the glass factories, and as they iflso 
occasionally contracted other maladies 
the bed in the hut became a center of 
infection. 
Several children uavs died. 
The present inquiry is being malle into 
three recent deaths. 
Dominico Valsa 
and his wife have been arrested in 
Paris, and Donato Valsa bas been in­ 
carcerated in Italy, where the high 
mortality among the children intrusted 
to bim bad finally aroused suspicion.— 
Paris Cor. London Post. 
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The Second City In Massachusetts. 
The city of ^Worcester is deservedly 
proud of the rank given it by the re­ 
cently published state census reports 
It is now the second city in the com­ 
monwealth, being overtopped only by 
Boston in population and amount of 
manufactures, and displacing Lowell 
from the second position as a manufac­ 
turing center, which she held by the 
previous census of 1890. 
The heart of 
the commonwealth therefore has just 
claim to her title, by material supe­ 
riority as well as by her geographical 
position. 
The Worcester Gazette well 
says: “ The census of 1895 shows, in 
short, that in the value of goods made 
and work done Worcester leads every 
city in the state except Boston. The in­ 
crease in the total of wages paid here 
for the decade 1886-95 has been very 
large, and so bas the increase in the 
salary total. Worcester keeps growing, 
and her people work to good advantage. 
The industrial center of the common­ 
wealth is the claim that can just­ 
ly be made for this city, and Worces­ 
ter’s manufacturers and employees will 
see to it that the reputation once estab­ 
lished shall be kept. ”—Boston Tran­ 
script • 


Tea Cultivation In China. 
According to the consular report from 
Fuchau, the cultivation of tea in that 
district has ceased to be remunerative, 
and the export is now but one-third of 
what it was 20 years ago. No reason is 
given for this decline in the industry, 
aud we are left to assume that it is 
caused partly by the competition of In­ 
dia and Ceylon and possibly in part by 
the discovery of certain tricks of trade 
at which the heathen Chinese is an 
adept; but, whatever the reasons may 
be, much land formerly devoted to tea 
is now going out of cultivation, and the 
curing houses are being offered for sale 
to the missionaries. The report in ques 
tion tells us that the export trade ie of 
great importance to China, for the in 
ternal demand for tea is not great. The 
majority are content with a brew from 
tea dust, and when tea is not readily 
available other leaves take its place. 
Here in Britain the consumption of tea 
is about six pounds per head of the pop 
alation, but in China it is only half 
that, even among the small fraction of 
the people who are tea drinkers.— 
Chambers’ Journal.

GLADSTONE AS A CHEMIST. 


Mm ’s Cs - 
An Incident In th e Grand Old 
rear In th e Commons. 
If Mr. Gladstone seldom indulged in 
sarcasm, it was not because he lacked 
the gift—for he possessed it in a high 
degree—but because he forbore to use 
it. To hurt an opponent’s feelings gave 
him pain and when he did it uninten­ 
tionally he would sometimes cross the 
floor of the house, and, sitting for a few 
moments by the side of the man whom 
he had just demolished, say something 
to assuage the wound. One of his most 
persistent, bat never ill natured, critics 
was the late Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
who told me the following story to ii-’ 
lustrate this generous trait in Mr. Glad 
stone’s character. 
Sir John prided himself on his knowl­ 
edge of chemistry, and in one of the 
debates on the commercial treaty with 
France he made a speech exposing, as 
he believed, a serious chemical blunder 
in the treaty. 
Mr. Gladstone followed, 
‘‘and soon turned me inside out in the 
most amusing manner,” said Hennessy 
in relating the story, ‘‘proving, as if he 
had been a chemist by profession, that 
it was I who had blundered egregious­ 
l y ” 
Having thus disposed of his critic, 
Mr. Gladstone went and sat by him for 
a moment. ‘‘I hope you don’t feel hurt, 
Mr. Hennessy.” he said. “ Your speech 
was ingenious, and it may console you 
to know that the emperor of the French 
made precisely the same objection that 
you have made. 
The fact is, both you 
and he know a good deal about chem­ 
istry, but not enough to keep you from 
going astray.”—Canon McColl in Fort­ 
nightly Review.

A company of regular infantry march­ 
ed into the plaza at Ponce the other 
day, baited, stacked arms and broke 
ranks. 
In the cool shade of the trees 
the men loafed carelessly while the na­ 
tiv es, always intensely interestfid in the 
soldiers,* gathered near and began their 
comic, good natnred pantomime. The 
lazy, still, tropic 
afternoon drifted 
slowly, hour by hour, with only the 
rumble of passing carriages to interrupt 
its profound serenity. 
The captain of the regulars went 
down the street to where before the 
door of a house waited a hearse. There 
was a carriage containing two Ameri­ 
can women, and on the pav ement stood 
a little group of officers, with their 
battered old hats in their hands. 
The 
nativ es began to accumulate in a crowd, 
and from them arose a high pitched 
babble of gossip concerning this fu­ 
neral. They stretched their necks, point­ 
ed, dodged those who would interfere 
with their v iew. 
Amid the chatter the 
Americans displayed no signs of bear­ 
ing it. They remained calm, stoical, 
superior, wearing the curious, grim 
dignity of people who are burying their 
dead. 
The company of regulars swung 
down th e. street, drew up in front of 
the house and presented arms with a 
clash. 
Six big, blue shirted priv ates 
paced out with the coffin. 
The throng 
edged up suddenly, dodging and peer­ 
ing. The little band of Americans 
seemed Ijke beings of another world, 
with their gently mournful, impaasiv e 
faces, during this display of monkeyish 
interest. . 
The cortege mov ed off, preceded, ac- 
oompanied, followed by the crowd of 
nativ es. 
Ponce, a large city, drowsed 
on peacefully in the sun, and the pass­ 
ing of the small procession brought no 
particular emotion to its mind. In the 
suburbs women hurriad out to the 
porches of the little wooden houses, and 
naked babies, swollen with fruit, strut­ 
ted out to see, sucking their thumbs. 
A man walking directly behind the 
hearse was hailed interrogativ ely from 
a distance. 
He answered loudly, wav ­ 
ing his arm toward the grav eyard. 
A girl called greetings to some friends 
in the crowd. Suddenly, close to the 
road, a woman broke out in a raucous 
tirade at some of her children. The 
crowd still babbled 
All these sounds 
beat like* wav es upon the hearse, noisy, 
idle, senseless wav es beating upon the 
hearse, the inv ulnerable ship of the in- i 
different dead uiaii. 
And the Aiueri- | 
cans, mov ing along behind it, were still . 
calm, stoical, superior. The spray of 
the chatter whirled against them, and 
they were bronze, bronze men going to 
bury their dead, and the humming and 
swishing and swashing were only as 
important as the rattling of so many 
pebbles in a tin box. 
The grav eyard was circled by a high 
wall which wai surmounted by broken 
bottles sunk into the mortar. The in­ 
terior presented the appearance of a 
mi.sused potato patch were it not for 
the gaunt wooden crosses which up- 
reared here ^id there. The crowd of 
nativ es plowed through each other in 
order to reach the gate. 
The troops marched forward and 
faced op sharply before an open grav e. 
A chaplain appeared. The Americans, 
liarring the infantry, stood barehead^. 
The nativ es, noting this, took off their 
hats. 
There was a moment of intense 
expwtaucy. 
“ I am the resnrrection and the life” — 
The chaplain’s words were quite smoth­ 
ered in the ejaculations, inqniries, oom- 
ments which came ov er the wall where 
many people were pushing toward the 
gate. 
An enterprising lot had climbed 
a bit of old wall which ov erlooked the 
cemetery wall, and upon it they shrilled 
like parrots. The chaplain—beset, badg­ 
ered, drowned out—went on 
imper­ 
turbably. 
The first v olley of the firing party 
created a groat conv ulsion in the crowd 
outside, who could not see the proceed­ 
ings and were taken by surprise. As 
the sound crashed toward the hills many 
jumped like frightened rabbits, and 
then a moiuout later the whole mob, 
seeing the joke, burst into wild laugh­ 
ter.

A company of regnlar infantry m arch­ 
ed into the plaza at Ponce the other 
day, halted, stacked arms and broke 
ranks. 
In the cool shade of the trees 
the men leafed carelessly while the na­ 
tives, always intensely interested in the 
soldiers, gathered near and began their 
comic, good natured pantomime. 
The 
lazy, still, tropic 
afternoon drifted 
slowly, hour by hour, w ith only the 
rumble of passing carriages to interrupt 
its profound serenity. 
The captain of the regulars went 
down the street to where before the 
door of a house waited a hearse. There 
was a carriage containing two Ameri­ 
can women, and on the pavement stood 
a little group of officers, with their 
battered old hats in their hands. 
The 
natives began to accumulate in a crowd, 
and from them arose a high pitched 
babble of gossip concerning this tu­ 
neful* They stretched their necks, point­ 
ed, dodged those who would interfere 
with their view. Amid the chatter the 
Americans displayed no signs of bear­ 
ing it. They remained calm, stoical, 
superior, wearing the curious, grim 
dignity of people who are burying their 
dead. 
The company of regulars swung 
down th e. street, drew up in front of 
lihe house and presented arms with a 
dash. 
Six big, blue shined privates 
paced out with the coffin. 
The throng 
edged up suddenly, dodging and peer­ 
ing. The little band of Americans 
seemed ||ke beings of another world, 
with their gently mournful, impassive 
faces, during this display of monkeyish 
interest. . 
The cortege moved off, preceded, ac 
companied, followed by the crowd of 
natives. Ponce, a large city, drowsed 
on peacefully in the sun, and the pass­ 
ing of the small procession brought no 
pariicular emotion to its mind. In the 
suburbs women hurried out to the 
porches of the little wooden houses, and 
naked babies, swollen with fruit, strut­ 
ted out to see, sucking their thumbs. 
A man walking directly behind the 
hearse was hailed interrogatively from 
a distance. 
He answered loudly, wav*' 
ing his arm toward the graveyard. 
A girl called greetings to some friends 
in the crowd. 
Suddenly, close to the 
road, a woman broke out in a raucous 
tirade at some of her children. The 
crowd still babbled. 
All these sounds 
beat like waves upon the hearse, noisy, 
idle, senseless waves beating upon the 
hearse, the invulnerable ship of the in ­ 
different dead man. 
And the Ameri­ 
cans, moving along behind it, were still 
calm, stoical, superior. The spray of 
tho chatter whirled against them, and 
they were bronze, bronze men going to 
bury their dead, and the humming and 
swishing and swashing were only as 
important as the rattling of so many 
pebbles in a tin box. 
The graveyard was circled by a high 
wall which was surmounted . by broken 
bottles snnk into the mortar. The in­ 
terior presented the appearance of a 
misused potato patch were it not for 
the gaunt wooden crosses which up­ 
reared here a^id there. The crowd of 
natives plowed through each other in 
order to reach the gate. 
The troops marched forward and 
faced up sharply before an open grave. 
A chaplain appeared. The Americans, 
barring the infantry, stood bareheaded. 
The natives, noting this, took off their 
hats. There was a moment of intense 
expectancy. 
“ I am the resurrection and the life’ ’— 
The chaplain’s words were quite smoth­ 
ered in the ejaculations, inquiries, com­ 
ments which came over the wall where 
many people were pushing toward the 
gate. An enterprising lot had climbed 
a bit of old wall which overlooked the 
cemetery wall, aud upon it they shrilled 
like parrots. The chaplain—beset, badg­ 
ered, drowned out—went on 
imper­ 
turbably. 
The first volley of the firing party 
created a great convulsion ia the crowd 
outside, who could not see the proceed­ 
ings and were taken by surprise. As 
the sound crashed toward the hills many 
jumped like frightened rabbits, and 
then a moment later the whole mob, 
seeing the joke, burst into wild laugh- 
ter. 
A bugler stepped forward. Into a 
medley of sounds, such as would come 
from a combined baseball game and 
clambake, he sent the call of * taps, 
that extraordinary wail of mourning 
and song of rest and peace, the soldier s 
goodby; his night, the fall of eternal 
darkness, the end. 
The sad, sad, slow voice of the bagle 
called out over the grave, a soul appeal­ 
ing to the sky, a call of earthly anguish 
and heavenly tranquillity, a solemn 
heartbreaking song. But if this farewell 
of the soldier to the sky, the flowers, 
the bees and all life was heard by the 
natives their manner did not betray it.

A company of regular infantry m arch­ 
ed into the plaza at Ponce the other 
day, halted, stacked arm s and broke 
ran k s. 
I ii the cool shade of the trees 
the men loafed carelessly w hile the na­ 
tives, alw ays intensely interested in the 
soldiers, gathered near and began their 
comic, good natured pantomime. 
The 
lazy, 
still, 
tropic 
afternoon drifted 
slowly, hour by hour, w ith only the 
rum ble of passing carriages to interrupt 
its profound serenity. 
The captain of the regulars went 
down the street to where before the 
door of a house waited a hearse. 
There 
was a carriage containing two Ameri­ 
can women, and on the pavement stood 
a little group of officers, with their 
battered old hats in their banda 
The 
natives began to accnmnlate in a crowd, 
and from them arose a high pitched 
babble of gossip concerning this fu­ 
neral* They stretched their necks, point­ 
ed, dodged those who would interfere 
with their view. 
Amid the chatter the 
Americans displayed no signs of bear­ 
ing it. 
They remained calm, stoical, 
superior, wearing the curious, grim 
dignity of people who are burying their 
dead. 
The company of 
regulars 
swung 
down th e . street, drew up in front of 
the house and presented arms with a 
clash. 
Six big, bine shorted privates 
paced out with the coffin. 
The throng 
edged up suddenly, dodging and peer­ 
ing. 
The little band of Americans 
seemed yke beings of another world, 
with their gently mournful, impassive 
faces, during this display of monkeyish 
interest. . 
The cortege moved off, preceded, ac­ 
companied, followed by the crowd of 
natives. 
Ponce, a large city, drowsed 
on peacefully in the sun, and the pass­ 
ing of the small procession brought no 
particular emotion to its mind. 
In the 
suburbs women hurried out to the 
porches of the little wooden houses, and 
naked babies, swollen with fruit, strut­ 
ted out to see, sucking their thumbs. 
A man walking directly behind the 
hearse was hailed interrogatively from 
a distance. 
He answered loudly, wav-’ 
ing his arm toward the graveyard. 
A girl called greetings to some friends 
in the crowd. 
Soddenly, close to the 
road, a woman broke out in a raucous 
tirade at some of her children. 
The 
crowd still babbled. 
All these sounds 
beat like waves upon the hearse, noisy, 
idle, senseless waves beating upon the 
hearse, the invulnerable ship of the in ­ 
different dead man. 
And the Am eri­ 
cans, moving along behind it, were still 
calm, stoical, superior. 
The spray of 
the chatter whirled against them, and 
they were bronze, bronze men going to 
bury their dead, and the hum m ing and 
swishing and swashing were only as 
im portant as the rattling of so m any 
pebbles in a tin box. 
The graveyard was circled by a high 
wall which wa* surm ounted by broken 
bottles sunk into the mortar. 
The in­ 
terior presented the appearance of a 
misused potato patch were it not for 
the gaunt wooden crosses which up­ 
reared here apd there. 
The crowd of 
natives plowed through each other in 
order to reach the gate.

An enterprising lot had climbed 
a bit of old wall which overlooked the 
oemetery wall, and upon it they shrilled 
like parrots. The chaplain— beset, badg­ 
ered, drowned out—went on 
imper­ 
turbably. 
The first volley of the firing party 
created a great convulsion in the crowd 
outside, who could not see the proceed­ 
ings and were taken by surprise. 
As 
the sound crashed toward the hills many 
jum ped like frightened rabbits, and 
then a moment later the whole mob, 
seeing the joke, burst into w ild laugh­ 
ter. 
A bugler stepped forward. 
Into a 
medley of sounds, such as would come 
from a combined baseball game and 
clambake, he sent the call of ’’taps,” 
that extraordinary wail of mourning 
and song of rest and peace, the soldier’s 
goodby, his night, the fall of eternal 
darkness, the end. 
The sad, sad, slow voice of the bugle 
called out over the grave, a soul appeal­ 
ing to the sky, a call of earthly anguish 
aud heavenly tranquillity, a solemn 
heartbreaking song. But if this farewell 
of the soldier to the sk y , the flowers, 
the bees aud all life was heard by the 
natives their m anner did not betray it.

vention and the reason for him not tak­ 
ing part was said to be due to the report 
that John R. McLean is to succeed Gen­ 
eral R. A. Alger as secretary of war in 
McKinley’s cabinet.

conventions. 
Although McLean was prominently 
before the last Democratic convention 
for the presidential nomination, and 
would have been elected senator in 
place of Hanna if the Democrats had 
carried the legislature last November, 
and although his paper, the Cincinnati 
Enquirer, was considered a leading ad­ 
vocate of Bryan and free silver, the 
story about McLean probably becoming 
tne successor of Alger was believed by 
many of the delegates. They cited the 
case of Hayes appointing Keys, a south­ 
ern Democrat, as his postmaster gen­ 
eral, and later of Cleveland making 
Gresham his secretary of state, and 
said that McKinley had appointed Lee, 
Wheeler and other Democrats to lead­ 
ing places, and that greater surprises 
in polities than this had happened. 
While some delegates are busy de­ 
nouncing it as an ante-conventiou sen­ 
sation and ridiculously absurd, it is cer­ 
tainly commanding more attention than 
oilier matters which are not disputed. 
The Brice, Borg and other elements 
seem to be circulating very studiously 
the McLean story, whether they believe 
it true or not. 
General Isaac R. Sherwood of Stark, 
who has been mentioned for secretary 
of state, arrived last night aud declined 
to stand for the nomination.

It goes into the duties of officers in 
detail. 
The following are some of the 
features of the orders: 
Daly officers of the regular armv will 
be detailed by the war department to 
master out troops. 
As a rule the muster out of organiza­ 
tions and their final payment will take 
place at the state or regimental rendez­ 
vous, except when otherwise ordered by 
the war department. 
The preparation 
and completion of the muster out rolls, 
returns and papers, and the inspection 
aud transfer of public property to the 
officers of the supply departments of the 
army, except us hereinafter provided, 
will take place before the organization 
is ordered to its state. 
As soon as the muster out rolls have 
been fully aud satisfactorily completed, 
the mustering officer at the place of de­ 
parture will ttll in the date of the mus­ 
ter out as of a date ten days later, the 
probable time necessarily required to 
transfer the organization to its state 
rendezvous, the making of the physical 
examination of officers and men, etc. 
As soon after the arrival of tba or­ 
ganization at its state rendezvous as 
possible the physical examination of 
all officers and men will be made, be­ 
fore muster out and payment, so as to 
facilitate the settlement of 
pension 
claims that may be made on account of 
disability incurred in the United States 
service. 
Provision is made for turning over to 
proper officers, records, colors, ordnance, 
vie., oeiougiug to the troops to be mus­ 
tered out, also as to their filial payment.

H onolulu, Aug. 13, via San Fran­ 
cisco, Aug. 23.—About 8 minutes to 12 
o’clock today the Hawaiian flag de­ 
scended from the flagstaffs on all the 
government 
buildings, 
and

five minutes to the same hour the Stars 
and Stripes floated 
on the tropical 
breeze from every official flagstaff. 
The United States troops iud Ha­ 
waiian troops and Hawaiian band and 
baud of 
the Philadelphia and blue 
jackets of the Philadelphia and Mohican 
were about the platform. 
As soon as President Dole and his 
cabinet came from the executive build­ 
ing to the platform the justices of the 
supreme court followed and the Ad­ 
miral J. N. Miller and United States 
Minister Harold Sewall came down the 
steps, followed by Captains O. H. Wad- 
leigh of the Philadelphia and S. M. 
Book of the Molncan and their staff 
officers aud Colonel Barber of the First 
New York regiment. 
The ceremonies opened with prayer 
by Rev. G. L. Peterson, pastor of the 
First Methodist church of this city. 
United States Minister Sewall then 
rose aud, addressing President Dole, 
who had risen, presented hun with a 
certified copy of the joint resolution of 
congress annexing the Hawaiian Isl­ 
ands to the United States. 
President Dole answered, acknowl­ 
edging the malting of a treaty of po­ 
litical union, aud formally yielded to 
Minister bewall, as the representative 
of the government of the Utilted States, 
tile sovereignty and public property of 
the Hawaiian islands. 
Mr. bewall replied. 
“ Mr. President—In the name of the 
United States I accept the transfer of 
tin* sovereignty aud property of the 
Hawaiian government. 
Tne admiral 
commanding the United States naval 
forces in tdese waters will proceed to 
perform the duty entrusted to him .” 
The Hawaiian band 
played “ Ha­ 
waii Pouoi,” the 
national anthem. 
Colonel Fisher gave the order to the 
national guard battery, stationed on tho 
execuuve grounds in command of Lieu­ 
tenant Ludw ig, to fire the national sa­ 
lute of JI KHUN which was also re- 
neated by tho Philadelphia. 
As the 
echo of the List gun reverbrated in the 
hills, a bugle sounded aud the national 
ensign of Hawaii came slowly down 
until it reached the ground, uever to go 
up again. 
There was a short pause, aud then 
the admiral nodded slightly to Lieuten­ 
ant W interhalter, who gave tho order, 
“Color, roll off. ” 
The flagship’s baud 
struck up tho well known strains of 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” aud as 
the Stars and Stripes slowly ascended 
there wa* breathless suspense. 
But as 
it reached the top cheers broke forth 
from the crowds below, and salutes of 
21 guns were again tired by the Ha­ 
waiian battery aud the Philadelphia. 
A few minutes after the hoisting of 
the official flag others were raised from 
tho two side towers and the military 
headquarters. 
Minister Sewall then read a procla­ 
mation stating that President McKinley 
directs that the civil, judicial aud mili­ 
tary powers of the government shall 
oontinne to be exercised by the officers 
of the republic of Hawaii. 
Following the reading of the procla­ 
mation, Minister Sewall made an ad­ 
dress congratulating the residents of 
Hawaii upon the accomplishment of 
annexation. 
At the conclusion of the ceremonies, 
the national guard was sworn in.

W ashington, Aug. 23.—A document 
entirely unique in the annals of warfare 
was cabled last night to the war depart­ 
ment by General Shafter. 
It is in the 
form of a congratulatory farewell ad­ 
dress issued to the soldiers of the Amer­ 
ican army by Pedro Lopez de Castillo, 
a private Spanish soldier, on behalf of 
the 11,000 Spanish soldiers. 
No similar 
document perhaps was ever before is­ 
sued to a victorious army by a van­ 
quished enemy. 
The president was much impressed 
by the address, and, after reading it 
Carefully, authorized its publication, 
Following is the text of the address as 
cabled by General Shafter: 
“ S a n tia g o , A ug. 22. 
H. U. C orbin, A d ju ta n t G en eral U n ited S tates 
A rm y. W a sh in g to n : 
“ The following letter has just been re­ 
ceived trom the soldiers now em bark­ 
ing for Spain: 
To M ajor G en eral (Shafter, C om m anding 
the 
A m erican A rm y in C uba: 
4 “ Sir—The Spanish soldiers who cap­ 
itulated in this place on the 16th of 
July last, recognizing your high aud 
just position, pray that through you all 
tho courageous aud noble soldiers under 
your command may receive our good 
wishes aud farewell whioh we send 
them on embarking for our beloved 
S(muu. 
For this favor, which we have 
no doubt you will grant, you will gain 
the everlasting gratitude and consider* 
lien of 11,(XKI Spouish soldiers, who are 
your most humble servauts. 
(Signed) 
4 “ P e d ro Lopez de C astillo, 
4 “ l*rivate of Infantry.” ’ 
Then follows a letter signed by the 
same writer, in behalf of the Spanish 
soldiers, addressed to the 
American 
soldiers, expressing similar sentiments, 
saving at one point: 
“Cur surrender aud the bloody bat­ 
tles preceding it have left in our souls 
no place for resentment against th* 
men who fought us nobly aud val­ 
iantly.” 
Further on the letter says: 
“ You 
fought us as men face to face and with 
great courage, as before stated, a qual­ 
ity which we had not met with during 
the three years we have carried on this 
war against a people without religion, 
without morals, without conscience and 
of doubtful origin, who could not con­ 
front the enemy but hidden, shot their 
noble victims from ambash and then 
immediately fled. 
This was the kind 
of wart are we had to sustain in this un­ 
fortunate laud. 
“ You have complied exactly with all 
the laws and usages of war, as recog­ 
nized by the armies of the most civil­ 
ized nations of the world; have giveu 
honorable burial to the dead of the van­ 
quished; 
have cured their wounded 
with great humanity; have respected 
and cared for your prisoners and their 
comfort, aud lustly, to us whose condi­ 
tion was terrible, you have given freely 
of food, of vour stock of medicines aud 
you iiave honored us with distinction 
and oourtesy, for atter the fighting the 
two armies mingled with the utmost 
harm ony.”

The N e w s Re via w for news. 


Not only do various reptiles and other 
queer creatures abound in the forests 
and swamps of the Philippines, but the 
surrounding water of these interesting 
islands team with veritable sea serpents. 
These strange creatures, which pass 
their entire existence in the water, pos­ 
sess deadly fangs. 
They are a great 
menace to the fishermen, who are con­ 
stantly exposed to their attacks. 
Technically speaking, 
science has 
named 
the group the Hydrophida. 
They differ from the terrestrial snakes 
only in the possession of a fiat, paddle­ 
like tail. 
These reptiles inhabit the 
tropical seas ef the old world and occa­ 
sionally attain a length of 8 feet. 
Dr. 
Rudolph Weber, professor of drawing 
in Princeton university, observe!’ large 
numbers of these creatures while on a 
steamer bound for Sumatra. Dr. Weber 
was in charge of a scientific expedition 
and naturally took special notice of 
them. He says that when the vessel was 
some 60 miles off the coast myriads of 
sea snakes could be seen swimming 
about as far as the eye could reach. 
They kept upon the surface, and several 
distinct species were recognized among 
them. 
During calm weather these reptiles 
may be seem sunning themselves upon 
the surface of the sea, remaining mo­ 
tionless except for a slight undulation 
caused by the movement of the water. 
When alarmed, the agile reptiles dive 
like arrows, leaving a train of bubbles 
behind them. Some species are extreme­ 
ly brilliant in coloration, being bright 
yellow, banded w ith black, while others 
are tinted w ith delicate shades of green 
The food of sea snakes consists entire 
ly of fishes. 
Frequently fishes armed 
with long sharp spines fall victims to 
their appetites. 
Among these are the 
apogous and siluroids, which are fur 
uished with spines three and five inch( 
long. 
But these do not embarrass the 
voracious reptile in the least. 
The vie 
tim is first killed by the snake’s poison, 
after which it is swallowed head first. 
The spines, naturally pointing toward 
the tail of the victim, and being relaxer 
in death, are compressed against the 
body of the fish as deglutition proceeds, 
W hile in search of their prey, sea 
snakes sometimes venture a short dis­ 
tance up the month of large rivers. 
Dr. Weber records an instance where 
he was fishing in one of the rivers on 
the east coast of Sumatra. He was using 
a dragnet and had cornered a number 
of medium sized fish. 
As the net was 
being brought in, two large sea snakes 
suddenly made their apparance inside. 
They show’ed no signs of uneasiness at 
capture, but were hurriedly gobbling 
down the cornered fishes. Nor did they 
cease operations until the last fish had 
disappeared, when the formidable crea­ 
tures made their escape. 
Being air breathers, the sea snakes 
lead a similar existence to the whale. 
Scientists have expressed much interest 
as to how long they can remain under 
water. 
Professor R. P. Witfield of the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
while dragging for corals, saw a large 
sea snake lying motionless among some 
coral growths, some eight feet below 
the surface. It showed no signs of fear 
and remained in the same position for 
half an hour. 
The venom of these rep­ 
tiles is even more deadly than that of 
the oobra. 
The fangs are very short, 
aud consequently do not penetrate so 
deep as the fangs of most serpents, but 
only a scratch from them is necessary 
to produce serious results. 
Owing to 
their great shyness accidents are very 
rare. When cornered, they snap upon a 
victim. 
As the eyes are adapted only 
for use in the water they strike blindly 
when brought into the air, although 
living for days when removed from 
their native element. 
Muny specimens hauled up in fisher- | 
men’s nets have been stmt to zoological 
gardens. 
The Loudon gardens even 
went so fat as to build a special tank ! 
for their accommodation. 
But these 
captured specimns either die en route J 
or a slant time after being placed in 
captivity. 
Seeking a dark corner of 
their tank, they refuse all food aud ul- 
Innately starve to death. Around the I 
numerous volcanic islands of the Malay­ 
an archipelago these reptiles are par­ 
ticularly numerous. Frequent eruptions 
occur among these islands, which are 
hardly more than the body of the vol­ 
cano. 
During the time of an eruption the 
few people residing near by take to the 
water in their boats to escape the rain 
of ashes aud mud. 
It is generally a case of jumping 
from the frying pan into the fire, how­ 
ever. 
At such times the sea becomes 
uncomfortably warm from its close 
proximity to the burning mountain, 
aud the sea snakes swim wildly about 
for escape. 
They endeavor to olirnb 
over the gunwales of the refugees’ 
boats, while they twine their bodies in 
great mashes about the forward chains. 
When about to lay their eggs, these 
serpents approach the shore. 
The eggs 
are laid above high water mark and 
left to hatch by the boat of the sun. 
Many creatures prey upon the young 


reptiles. 
Among tneir enemies 
are 
sharks and other large fishes, while the 
adults, in spite of their death dealing 
fangs, fall victims to sea eagles and 
large gulls. 
After the great typhoons, 
which are common in the Philippine- 
and their vicinity, many of these crea­ 
tures may be found along the beach, 
where they have been cast up during 
the storm and killed by the violent 
pounding of the waves.—New Yolk 
Times.

It may very well be that in the case 
of Cuba the United States will feel 
bound by her explicit pledges to try the 
experiment of self government in that 
island, but she cannot do this without 
leaving something in the nature of a 
resident commission to insure that the 
last state of Cuba is not worse than the 
first, and if, after three or four years, it 
is clear that United States intervention, 
far from bettering the condition of the 
Cubans, has brought about a more de­ 
plorable state of chaos than ever, then 
the ideal with which the present war 
was begun—an ideal made sacred by 
the blood of United States citizens— 
will become an imperative command. 
The case of the Philippines stands 
somewhat 
differently. 
No 
explicit 
pledges were given in regard to them. 
As an incident in a war taken for hu­ 
mane reasons the United States has 
made herself de facto responsible for 
life and property in these islands. This 
is a grave responsibility, aud it certain­ 
ly will not be discharged by an igno­ 
minious flight just when the responsi­ 
bility begins to weigh. 
No amount of 
moral platitudes upon the obligations 
of good faith would serve to cover the 
naked feet that, having taken up the 
sword in the cause of good government, 
the United States only succeeded in 
al»olishing what little government did 
exist to make way for sheer anarchy 
We refuse to believe this of any section 
of the English speaking family, least 
of all of the people who have made the 
United States what it is today in the 
comity of nations.—London Outlook.

Upon the farm of Grover Cleveland, 
near Princeton, N.J.. there has recent­ 
ly been established a farm school for 
poor boys from the city slums, of which 
the ex-president is himself the donor 
and founder, and to which he is devot­ 
ing his means, energy and strong prac­ 
tical sense. 
The farm, which consisted at the 
time of the purchase of some 65 acres 
of rolling upland and rather dilapidated 
buildings, was bought by Mr. Cleveland 
to supply fresh milk, eggs, vegetables 
and produce to his Princeton home. 
There was one young man who recog­ 
nized, sooner even than the ex-presi­ 
dent himself, exactly what Mr. Cleve­ 
land wanted to do with his farm. This 
was Mr. John Henry Vroom, then a 
student of Princeton university. 
Not 
more than three months ago Mr. Vroom 
sought an interview with Mr. Cleve­ 
land. He found an opportunity upon a 
street corner in Princeton, and proceed­ 
ed to lay before the ex-president a plan 
which had been his life dream. Iii brief 
it was to found a country home for 
bright boys of the slums, where they 
could receive a practical 
education 
without being made objects of charity. 
“ Mr. Cleveland,” said young Vroom, 
“ your farm is the place I want. 
I will 
take it on any terms you may care to 
make. I haven t a cent, but I can make 
the thing a go, and I want your co­ 
operation.” Mr. Cleveland was rather 
amused at Mr. Vroom’s nerve, and favor­ 
ably impressed by his energy. He ques­ 
tioned Mr. Vroom closely about his 
plans and invited the young enthusiast 
to drive out. to the farm with him next 
day. They did so, and before sunset Mr. 
Vroom received deeds of possession of 
the farm for five years. 
So the work 
was begun under Mr. Vroom’8 personal 
direction. 
While speaking about his 
plans the other day Mr. Vroom said: 
“ Our plan is not to found an asylum. 
a home or a charitable institution of 
any kind as charitable institutions are 
generally understood. 
We expect each 
boy to be self supporting as soon as may 
be. 
The organization w ill not be sec­ 
tarian. Any boy who shows a desire for 
improvement—Protestant, Catholic or 
Hindoo—will be admitted. 
It is our 
theory that good citizens may be made 
out of many boys whom unfavorable 
environment now impels toward bad 
ness. 
We want to utilize what might 
be the waste material of society, turn­ 
ing a possible disgrace into an orna­ 
m ent 
“ As to actual plans, the boys will 
not be herded together in one great 
building. 
We shall build a number of 
cottages, four possibly at the start, 
each of which will accommodate from 
IO to 16 boys. 
In that way individual­ 
ity and a certain degree of home life 
will be preserved. 
Wherever it is pos­ 
sible the boys will have separate rooms. 
Not more than two will occupy any de­ 
partment. 
A matron and a man in 
charge will be assigned to each house. 
‘‘Each boy upon entering the school 
will have an acre of ground adjoining 
the cottage in which he livus. 
This he 
will consider his own, and upon it he 
will raise whatever he pleases. 
“ The separate acres will radiate from 
the house like the spokes of a wheel 
from the hub. 
Nearest the dwelling 
there will be a flower garden, then a 
tract devoted to vegetables or to poul­ 
try, whichever the boy chooses to raise, 
and at the outer circle berry bushes. 
The products of each boy’s little farm 
will be sold and he will reoeive the 
proceeds. 
With this he will pay a cer­ 
tain percentage to the school and keep 
the balance for himself. The sale of the 
produce will present no problem. Offi­ 
cers will be plaoed in the large cities 
for handling it, where boys who desire 
to go to the school in their town can be 
utilized as agents aud salesmen. Patrons 
will readily be found in friends of the 
colony who will gladly buy fresh eggs 
aud vegetables from the boy farmers. 
“ There will be a general classroom, 
of 
course," continued 
Mr. 
Vroom, 1

taught. I hope also to have a carpenter 
shop, a machine shop, a printing house 
(where the boys will edit a paper re­ 
porting the progress of the school), a 
photographing establishment and other 
branches of industry established.

RICHES OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


T h eir M ineral R esource* A re S lid lo He 
U n lim ited —A g ricu ltu ra l P roduct*. 
The Philippines when developed by 
Yankee enterprise will return a rich 
harvest to fortune seekers. 
Their min­ 
eral resources are unlimited. It is pre­ 
dicted by experts that the islands are 
destined to otter oue of the richest gold- 
fields in the world, 
rivaling South 
Africa and Alaska. 
The placers aud 
quartz deposits are exceedingly rich. 
Gold has been produced by the natives 
from time immemorial and was au ar­ 
ticle of commerce with them before the 
Spaniards discovered the archipelago. 
They still procure it by the same prim 
itive method which they have employed 
for centuries, washing the auriferous 
gravel in wooden bowls. 
The quartz 
they break with hammers aud then 
grind it in rude mills, washing it after­ 
ward, as they do the gravel, aud losing 
three fourths of the yellow metal pres­ 
ent. 
Oue reason why the gold deposits 
have been so little developed is that 
they exist chiefly in mountains ami in­ 
accessible localities, sometimes 
ikxju- 
pied by savage aud independent tribes, 
which have never submitted to spanish 
rule. 
In copper the islands are enor- 
-■lously rich and 
in iron likewise. 
There are extensive beds of coal which 
have not yielded a high quality of that 
mineral up to date, because only the sur­ 
face outcroppings have been mined. 
The 
most 
important 
agricultural 
product that we shall get from the 
Philippines is the famous manilla hemp 
—a kind of tiber that cannot be pro­ 
duced of the same quality anywhere 
else in the world. 
It is used rn the 
United States for rope, cordage and 
binding twine, and in the last three 
mouths of I HHT no less than 188, 
bales of it were exported to the toited 
States from the art hi pelage. The plant 
that produces it is the specie*of banana 
with a nom dible fruit. 
Other things 
that come to us from the islands are 
cigars, tobacco, copra, precious woods, 
i lear I s h e l l s , iud’go and coffee. 
Among 
iiie woods are ebony, ironwood and jug- 
wood.—Washington Post.

The Chicago Times-Herald of Sunday 
contained an article from the pen of 
Ensign Powelson, 
U. S. N., which 
will be eagerly read by many persons in 
this place. 
Ensign Powelson was on 
doty on board the St. Paul when that 
ship took the Eighth Qhio from New 
York to Santiago. He writes : 
“The Eighth Ohio regiment is com 
posed of separate companies from dif 
ferent parts of the state, four being from 
Canton. They were as strong and rug­ 
ged a set of fellows as we had ever seen 
together. 
Everybody about the ship 
remarked upon it. 
There was not a 
pale or sickly looking man among them. 
They looked as if their six weeks in the 
open air at Camp Alger had done them 
lots of good. As one of the ship’s offi 
cera looked them over he remarked, 
with a great deal of feeling: 
“ ’I hate to see such a strapping lot of 
fellows go to such a bad place.’ 
•But they are just the sort of follows 
the army needs in Cuba, if for no other 
reason than that they are so good na 
tured. 
At times they seemed a little too 
cheerful with their jokes and songs, and 
it made some of os who had had some 
experience in Cuba think they little 
realized where they were going. 
■They had a splendid time going 
down, much better than they had an­ 
ticipated. The weather was cool and 
delightful, the sea was smooth and a 
beautiful deep blue, and, with a few 
exceptions, the motion of the ship dis­ 
comforted no one. It was not until we 
had passed the Bahamas that the heat 
in any way became oppressive, and even 
then it was not so hot as it had been in 
New York just previous to our depar­ 
ture. 
“To most of the soldiers the sea and 
ships were strange and cunons sights, 
and the first schooner we passed came 
in for as much attention as if she had 
been a battle ship. 
Everything was 
new, and rival wags made the most of 
it to show their wit. 
“The soldiers for the most part slept 
on the promenade deck, just outside the 
quarters of the ship’s officers, and their 
conversation after they had turned in 
was more conducive to laughter than to 
sleep for the officer inside who had a 
night watch ahead of him. The second 
night out I had a watch from midnignt 
to 4 o’clook in the morning, and I turned 
in about 9 o’clock to get some sleep. 
But it was no use. 


1 “ The soldiers outside were arguing. 
First one fellow made a statement that 
he had seen a shark. 
Then the rest 
wanted to know what he knew about 
sharks—how he could tell. He said he 
knew it was a shark because its mouth 
was not in the right place. He said that 
it was under its head. 
This led to a 
long argument as to whether a whale 
could whip a shark. 
Many original 
ideas were advanced both as to the 
character of the whale’s 
teeth and 
shark’s mouth. The consensus of opin­ 
ion seemed a little in favor of the rbale. 
It was granted that the shark had better 
teeth, but the argument that the whale 
could swallow the shark before he could 
use them carried the day. 
“ The soldiers were well fed. 
Some 
of them didn’t like to be told about it, 
but they were. 
In the morning they 
had either coffee or cocoa, hardtack and 
Boston baked beans. 
The coffee was 
infinitely better than the ship's ooffee. 
and the beans were flue. 
They were 
living better than the officers in the 
wardroom mess, but they didn't know 
it. They told of the steaks, roast beef, 
mashed potatoes, tomatoes, butter, eggs 
aud milk they had had at Camp Alger, 
and growled about the canned beans, 
salmon, beef and sardines they were 
getting then. 
Some of the men were 
surprised when they were told that they 
were having better food than the ad­ 
miral commanding the fleet off Santi­ 
ago. 
“ One of the soldiers complained that 
he oould not find his way around. 
He 
said: ’Whenever I ask these sailors 
where to find anything they tell me to 
go up to the stern or the bow or down to 
leeward or some other old place I don’t 
know anything about.' 
“During the daytime the 
soldiers 
have very little to do. 
They loafed 


around the promenade deck, forecastle 
and poop and had a good ti me generally. 
The first flying fish they encountered in 
the gulf stream came in for a great deal 
of attention, but they were of such a 
strange and mysterious character that 
the soldiers ventured no opinion as to 
the size they grow or how far they can 
fly. 
That will be reserved for the re­ 
turn trip. 
“On the second day out we sighted a 
ship ahead and the soldiers congregated 
on the forecastle to get a look at her 
They didn’t have anything else to argue 
about just then, so they argued about 
the distance she was off. Some said she 
was thirty miles and some said fifteen 
In reality she was but seven. Distances 
on the water are very deceptive. 
“ When they hadn’t anything to do 
they picked out one of the crowd, and 
then all hands would guy him. 
One 
day a fellow was detailed as orderly to 
the general. He thought he must look 
his best. From some part of bis outfit 
he produced a celluloid collar and started 
down the deck with it on. There were 
cheers and jeers and loud cries of ‘take 
off that collar!’ ‘What did you come 
in the army for—to look pretty?’ ‘Oh, 
Georgic, did mamma say you could 
come?’ 
“The collar went overboard, and the 
crowd looked around for other legiti 
mate prey. No one would ever have 
guessed that these men were going to 
war. They had asked to see service, 
and were to be given an opportunity to 
do it. They were satisfied and were not 
borrowing trouble. 
“I noticed a good many of our soldiers 
wore large white buttons pinned on their 
bine shirts. 
At first I thought they 
were campaign buttons of some sort, but 
on closer inspection found they were all 
photographs of pretty gins. I said to 
one fellow, ‘Is that the picture of your 
best girl?’ 
’Yes,’ said he proudly. 
'Pretty good idea, don’t you think? A 
good many of the boys sent on photo­ 
graphs and had them reproduced on 
these porcelain 
buttons.* 
They 
all 
seemed to wear them on the left side. 
One night when the officers went 
down to dinner in the big dining saloon 
they were astonished to see a private in 
a blae shirt, dirty suspenders aud no 
coat fairly making the piano talk. Those 
of us whom music always reminds of 
familiar places and faces were rapidly 
transported from quick lunch dining 
saloons, with their ‘rag time’ and rapid 
runs, to the stately grand opera, with 
the heavy thundering of the grand 
finales. 
The performer was roundly 
applauded. But he was not the only 
magician among them. We were nightly 
entertained by the mandolin and guitar 
and the quartet. 
It is curious how long 
it takes a song to penetrate Ohio. 'Annie 
! looney’ was evidently an old song, for 
they did not sing it, but the 'Sidewalks 
of New York’ was just as pleasing to the 
crowd as any casual observer might im­ 
agine. 
“ Strange to say, troops wanted to see 
a naval fight. One afternoon passing 
through the Bahamas a strange ship was 
sighted. 
Her character not being ap­ 
parent the guns were manned 
and 
loaded. Much to the disappointment of 
the soldiers, she proved to be the United 
States ship Resolute, aud made signal 
‘no news from Santiago.* This pleased 
tho men. fen* they all felt nothing further 
had been done and they would reach 
Santiago in time for the final assault. 
• “ When we reached the Windward 
passage it was dark, and Captain Sigs- 
oee took even greater precautions than 
before. Half the crew were not only on 
deck all night, but were required to 
sleep within an arm's length of the big 
guns, About ll p. rn., when we were 
r 2 Cape Mayst, Cuba, a suspicious light 
was seen. 
A blast of the siren brought 
the full watch to their feet at the guns 
in an instant. Every gun was brought 
to bear on the craft. 
A few of the sol­ 
diers who were awake quickly grasped 
the situation and began waking up their 
friends, whispering, 'get np, Jim, there 
is going to be a scrap.' 
“There was uo occasion, but iu two 
minutes every soldier was at his feet 
peering into the darkness. As we passed 
the ship the guns were kept trained on 
her. The St. Paul was not anxious for 
a fight, having so many troops on board, 
but she was always ready to defend her- 
self. The ship proved to be friendly. 
“ Sunday morning at daybreak we 
sighted Santiago. It was a quick ru n - 
three dave and a few hours from New 
York. As we drew nearer we made out 
men-of-war in the distance. The first 
ship we passed was the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius, with her three big pneumatic 
tubes in the bow. Next we passed the 
Texas, and finally ran up dose to the 
Brooklyn and communicated with Com­ 
modore Schley, who was then tempor­ 
arily in command off Santiago. 
We 
were within three miles of Morro Castle 
and oould see the big battleship Indiana 
lying close in shore under the batteries. 
“There were many amusing scenes at 
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at lowest prices.

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the gangway ladder when the soldiers 
were leaving. The sea was a little 
rough, and the big cutters of the St. 
Paul danced rather lively on the swell. 
Frequently as a soldier jumped into the 
boat he did not allow for the motion 
and went sprawling in the bottom. This 
was always sufficient excuse for a rous­ 
ing cheer from his oompany on the deck 
above. 


“The last to leave was the regimental 
band and the baggage detail. As they 
shoved off on the navy tug Leyden 
someone proposed three cheers for the 
St. Paul, and in return three rousing 
cheers for the Eighth Ohio was given 
by the sailors. The band played ‘Auld 
Lang Syne’ and the tag gave a farewell 
toot. The last of the Eighth Ohio were 
gone, and not a few lingered at the rail 
absorbed in revery as they watched the 
tug disappearing in the distance. Rous­ 
ing himself finally, one old jack turned 
away, and as he shuffled off muttered 
more to himself than to his fellows, ‘I’d 


rather be a sailor than a soldier,’ and he 
was not alone in his choice.

Outside (it 
tilt* Spanish colony in 
Manila thens is little care for tin* fash­ 
ions tis they change from season to sea­ 
son in Europe aud America. The same 
material aud cut do in summer and 
in winter, or. more accurately, in the 
wet season aud in tile dry. 
There is 
never any frost aud never occasion for 
furnaces or open tires. Except for cook­ 
ing, there is plenty of heat in the a t­ 
mosphere the year around. 
Men wear white duck snits, with 
thin linum I or silk underwear, no linen 
shirt or collar, white pith helmets aud 
white canvas shoes the year round. The' 
Spaniards and the Spanish half castes 
go iii for style a little more. The Span­ 
iards are haughty aud fond of display­ 
ing their uniforms of blue or white and 
their gold trimmings. The half castes, 
or mestizos, are equally fond of display, 
but their attire is something of a com­ 
promise between European and Chinese 
modes. 
Besides the one yegjout of seven that 
all foreign employees of the great mer­ 
cantile houses represepted in Manila 
have given to them as “ home leave,” 
there is a month’s vacation each year, 
a regular holiday cadi month, and all 
the saints’ days and Spanish, French, 
English, German and American holi­ 
days. Not to obseryvp a saint’s day in 
Munila is sinful, aud every erne holds 
such sinfulness in especial detestation. 
Figuring in all the saints' days, Sun­ 
days and general holidays, there are 
129 days iii each year when these peo­

Did Not Leave 
Santiago Until F r i d a y . 


COLOM EL

REASON

W ell Fitted For Troop*. 


Charles Dick, lieutenant colonel of 
the Eighth Ohio, has been interviewed 
In New York concerning the regiment, 
and the information he gives out will be 
eagerly read by scores of people in the 
city. 
He said : 
"The Eighth will not be sighted off 
M ontauk 
Point 
before 
Wednesday 
morning at the earliest. 
There are sev­ 
eral reasons for this. First, the boys did 
not embark until Thursday afternoon at 
a late hour. Then a ship the size of the 
Mohawk cannot conveniently and safely 
get out of the Santiago passage, blocked 
as it is by the Merrimac and the Bema 
Mercedes, daring the night season. 
As 
a result the boys will not be out of sight 
of Santiago nnfcjl 
Friday afternoon. 
While the Mohawk is not as fast as the 
St. Paul, in which we went down, it is 
better constructed for transport pur­ 
poses and less discomfort will be noticed 
than if the St. Paul had again been 
used. 
I must say I few for the result 
o f the voyage on some of the sick men, 
but it is better so. 
We will all be mus­ 
tered out within BO days, I think, and 
th e boys will be glad to reach their 
homes. 
We have had harder service 
than if we had been on the firing line. 
Enthusiasm eked out in the long contest 
w ith disease. 
It overcomes the dangers 
of bullets.” 
In addition the correspondent says: 
"M ontauk Point, where the Eighth 
Will encamp, is over a hundred miles 
from New York, and is reached by a 
rattling old railroad. 
The chief source 
of trouble so far is getting supplies out 
when needed. 
There are now plentv of 
nurses and an abundance of medicine, 
no our sick heroes of the Eighth will 
hereafter be well taken care of, w hat­ 
ever may have been their treatm ent in 
the past.”

T H EY GAVE TH E BALLS. 


And th® People Danced to Pay the Debts 
of Loots XIV. 
In 1712 Louis XIV favored the Opera, 
then established in the first Salle of the 
Palais Royal (there have been two) 
with a special mansion for the better 
accommodation of its administration, 
archives and rehearsals. 
This hotel is 
situated in the Rue Nicaise. The build­ 
ing was generally designated under the 
name of “ Magasia,” whence the term 
“ Filles du Magasin” (not “ de maga- 
sin” ) subsequently not only to the fe­ 
male choristers and supers, bug the fe­ 
male dancers themselves. It so happen­ 
ed that the king forgot to pay his archi­ 
tects and workmen. In order to satisfy 
them the Chevalier de Bouillon conceiv­ 
ed the idea of giving balls in the opera 
house, for which idea he received an 
annual pension of 6,000 francs. He was 
paid, but the king’s debtors were not, 
for, although the letters patent were 
granted somewhere about the beginning 
of 1713, not a single ball had been given 
when the most magnificent of the Bour­ 
bon sovereigns descended to his grave. 
One day, shortly after his death, 
d ’Argensou, the then lieutenant of po­ 
lice, was talking to Louis’ nephew, 
Philippe d ’Orleaiis, tho regent. “ Mon­ 
seigneur,” he said, “ there are people 
who go about yelling that his majesty 
of blessed memory was a bankrupt and 
a thief. 
I ’ll have them arrested aud 
have thorn flung into some deep under­ 
ground dungeon.1’ 
“ You don’t know 
what you are talking about,” was the 
answer. 
“ Those people must he paid, 
and then they’ll cease to bel low. ” “ But 
how, monseigneur?” “ Let’s give the 
bulls that were projected by Bouillon.” 
Bo said, so done, aud the people danced 
to pay Louis X IV * debts, as, according 
to Shudwell, people drank to fill Charles 
l i ’s coffers:

C U R R E N T M I S C E L L A N Y 


The Paris authorities have at last in­ 
terfaced to put a stop to a horrible 
traffic in Balian children which has 
been carried on for a considerable time 
by a family nailed Valsa. 
The Valsas 
used to get the Italian embassy to send 
them back to Naples as paupers, and 
there they would engage a dt/iei or so 
boys of from id to 
16 years of age 
whose lives they would insure. 
Thev 
then brought them to Paris aud hired 
them out to factories, especially glass 
factories, at (IO francs a month each, 
the money being paid to the Valsas os­ 
tensibly for board and lodging. The 
board consisted of black bread, potatoes 
and water, aud the lodging of a filthy, 
never ventilated hut, where the chil­ 
dren slept in relays of four, the bed 
uever being unoccupied for a moment. 
The Valsas in this way cleared 40 
francs monthly on each of their vic­ 
tims. The children caught tuberculosis 
through working in the hot atmosphere 
of the glass factories, and as they sflso 
occasionally contracted other maladies 
the bed in the lint became a center of 
infection. 
Several children uavw died. 
The present inquiry is being m ate into 
three recent deaths. 
Dominico Valsa 
and his wife have been arrested in 
Paris, and Donato Valsa has been in­ 
carcerated in Italy, where the high 
mortality among the children intrusted 
to him had finally aroused suspicion.— 
Paris Cor. London Post. 
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The Second City In M assachusetts. 
The city of "Worcester is deservedly 
proud of the rauk given it by the re­ 
cently published state census reports 
It is now the second city in the com­ 
monwealth, being overtopped only by 
Boston in population and amount of 
manufactures, and displacing Lowell 
from the second position as a manufac­ 
turing oenter, which she held by the 
previous census of 1890. 
The heart of 
the commonwealth therefore has just 
claim to her title, by material supe­ 
riority as well as by her geographical 
position. 
The Worcester Gazette well 
says: “ The census of 1895 shows, in 
short, that in the value of goods made 
and work done Worcester leads every 
city in the state except Boston. The in­ 
crease in the total of wages paid here 
for the decade 1885-95 has been very 
large, and so has the increase in the 
salary total. Worcester keeps growing, 
and her people work to good advantaga 
The industrial center of the common­ 
wealth is the claim that can just­ 
ly be made for this city, and Worces­ 
ter’s manufacturers and employees will 
see to it that the reputation once estab­ 
lished shall be kept.” —Boston Tran­ 
script 


Tea C ultivation In China. 
According to the consular report from 
Fuchau, the cultivation of tea in that 
district has ceased to be remunerative 
aud the export is now but one-third of 
what it was 20 years ago. No reason is 
given for this decline in the industry 
and we are left to assume that it is 
caused partly by the competition of In 
dia and Ceylon and possibly in part by 
the discovery of certain tricks of trade 
at which the heathen Chinese is an 
adept; but, whatever the reasons may 
be, much land formerly devoted to tea 
is now going out of cultivation, and the 
curing houses are being offered for sale 
to the missionaries. The report in ques 
tion tells us that the export trade is of 
great importance to China, for the in­ 
ternal demand for tea is not great. The 
majority are content with a brew from 
tea dust, and when tea is not readily 
available other leaves take its place 
Here in Britain the consumption of tea 
is about six pounds per head of the pop­ 
ulation, but in China it is only half 
that, even among the small fraction of 
the people who are tea drinkers.- 
Chambers’ Journal

In the cool shade of the trees 
the men loafed carelessly while the na 
tives, always intensely interested iii the 
soldiers, gathered near and began their 
comic, good natured pantomime. 
The 
lazy, still, 
tropic 
afternoon drifted 
slowly, hour by hour, with only the 
rumble of passing carriages to interrupt 
its profound serenity. 
The captain of the regulars went 
down the street to where before the 
door of a house waited a hearse. There 
was a carriage containing two Ameri­ 
can women, and on the pavement stood 
a little group of officers, with their 
battered old hats in their banda 
The 
natives began to accumulate in a crowd, 
and from them arose a high pitched 
babble of gossip concerning this fu­ 
neral. They stretched their necks, point­ 
ed, dodged those who would interfere 
with their view. 
Amid the chatter the 
Americans displayed no signs of hear­ 
ing it.
